‘A storm of protest has arisen 
in the United States of America 
over the La Follette Seamen's 
Law which came into operation 
two months ago. According to 
Senator La Follette and Mr. A. 
Furuseth, President of the Inter- 
national Seamen's Union of 
America and co-author of the 
measure, Congress intended in 
passing the Bill to equalize the 
wages paid for service on foreign 
and American vessels, first in 
American ports, and secondly, by 
natural evolution, in all porte. 
The measure was designed to 
place foreign and American ves- 
n an equality and to re- 
he strong hold of the 






mo’ 
foreign shipowner upon the law 
of supply and demand by liberat- 
ing all seamen who come within 
the jurisdiction of the United 


States." Moreover, it was argued 
thut, whereas under the old law 
Japan was driving every competi- 
tor off the Pacific Ocean, under 
the provisions of the Seamen's 
Law she would have no advan- 
tage, but would be on an equality 
with all other vessels using Amer- 
ican ports, and the Japanese 
shipowner would be compelled 
to pay some of his subsidy to his 
seamen in order to prevent them 
deserting in American ports. 
What actually happened was that 
in August the Pacific Mail Steam. 
ship Company took steps to dis- 
solve; & Japanese shipping com- 
pany” purchased the steamer 
Persia, the steamer China was 
sold to a new Chinese shipping 
company then in process of form- 
ation in San Francisco, while the 
other vessels of the line were sold 
to the Atlantic Transport Com- 
pany and transferred to the Brit- 
ish flag. Thus, at the outset,

them. In addition, the Japanese 
lines trading between the Pacific 
céast of America and the Orient 
immediately gave evidence of the 
steps they had taken to secure all 
the Pacific trade which had pre- 
viously been in American hands. 
Protests against a law that 
brought about the withdrawal of 
the Pacific Mail Company's fleet 
were made by Hawaii, the Philip- 
pines and American merchants in 
Shipping men in Manila 
declared that “‘the effect here will 
be disastrous... . The trade 
between the United States and 
the Philippine Islands, so labori- 
will be largely 

destroyed in a day as a result of 
this Bill.""| The American As- 
sociation of China also took the 
matter up, but precisely what 
action the Committee decided 
upon has not been made public 
In a report to the State Depart- 
ment, the American Consul- 
General in Hongkong, left no 
doubt as to the result, in his 
opinion, of the withdrawal of 
American ships from the East, 
namely, ‘‘the placing of Amer- 
ican trade and American interests 
in the Far East in the greatest 
jeopardy.” What Japan, ap- 
parently the chief beneficiary, 
thinks of the Seamen's Law, was 
made clear by the Vice-President 
of the Kobe Chamber of Com- 
merce, who is on a visit to Amer- 
ica. According to the Boston 
“Herald he declared: ‘You 
have by your own act made the 
Pacific carrying trade a Japanese 
monopoly, and the shipper is al- 
ready beginning to suffer from 
the effect which inevitably fol- 
lows the creation of a monopoly. 
It is strange that your lawmakers 
do not realize that wages in 
Japan are far less than here, and 
that to compete with Japanese 
steamships ‘your own transporta- 
tion companies must have the 
benefit of every advantage the 
law can give them. Tho more 














ships there are, and the larger | 


these are, the faster trade be- 
tween Japan and the United 
States will grow. I fear that the 
trade between Japan and the 
United States is in serious danger 
of diminution. I wonder that 
your people who are interested in 
foreign trade do not appeal to 
your Congress for relief.”” 

This is exactly what is being 
done, and we may expect to hear 
‘8 good deal of the law in the near 
future. Mr. Andrew Fiiruseth, 
agcording to the ‘New York 
Maritime Register’’ is beginning

to realize that the hardships im- 
posed by the law upon shipowners 
is also bearing heavily upon the 
sailor. Mr. Furuseth's interest 
has been centred upon obtaining 
work for seamen who belong to 
the International Seamen's 
Union, but the physical require- 
ments demanded are proving too 
much for them, hence he pro- 
poses to ask for modifications. 
He does not, however, appear to 
be concerned abont any injustice 
imposed upon shipowners, and, 
after all, that is the principal con- 
sideratioa in trading communi- 
ties, while if there are no Amer- 
ican ships for American sailors to 
work in their last state will be 
worse than the first. Hence it is 
in the interest of all Americans 
that their mercantile marine, in- 
stead of being forced from the 
seas, should be carefully nurtur- 
ed. It is, therefore, not surpris- 
ing that, beyond the complaints 
of merchants abroad, Republicatis 
and Democrats in the United 
States have joined in s chorus of 
disapproval of the law. There 
sre, however, still some sup- 
porters of the measure, while 
others are hedging. To the out- 
sider it certainly appears that the 
Seamen’s Union overplayed its 
game at a time when shipowners 
could well afford to dispose of 
their vessels; consequently not 
only must American trade uffer, 
in the Far East in particular, 
but the netionals of other coun- 
tries have been seriously incon- 
venienced. Unless the obnoxious 
provisions of the law are speedily 
repealed and s concerted effort 
made—it must be at great expense 
owing to the war—to put the 
American mercantile marine on 
8 footing at least approximate to 
that held prior to the enactment 
of the new Seamen’s Lew, it will 
be idle to talk of the expansion 
of American shipping for many 
years to come as otber nations 
will not stand by when such ap- 
portunities for extending their 
carrying trade are presented.

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SHANGHAI'S ROLL 
OF HONOUR. 


xp LIEUT. E. J. HAYWARD. 


‘It was our sad duty to report on 
November 28, the news, received by 
cable, of the death of 2nd Lieut. E. 
J. Hayward, of the Royal Fusiliers. 
The details of his short service and 
death at Gallopoli have now been 
received and will, we are sure, be of 
interest to bis many friends’ and 
those of his family. 

Leaving England on September 

and calling at Malta on the 
way, he arrived at “The Base”, an 
island off Gallipoli about October 
9, remaining there until Monday, 
October 25, when he was ordered to 
Suvla Bay for beach work, but on 
arrival there wae sent to the firing 
ine. After two nights at the fir- 
ing line, he was ordered back to 
the beach for “navy” work, un- 
loading lighters, etc. A number 
of drafts for several regiments 
were organized into a battalio® 
about 600 strong for this work, and 
of this new unit Lieut, Hayward 
was appointed Adjutant. 

On November 6 he was 
mended for the posd of Brij 
Machine Gun Officer, and a day or 
‘two later was temporarily appoint- 
ed to that post on probation. In 
‘s letter dated November 11, the day 
before he was killed, he wrote: 

“The Brigade job has come off, 
though I am only on probation for 
a week, but hope that in the course 
or two I shall be confirm- 

i I am therefore having a 
“top-hole” time ab present as I am 
not actually in the trenches, only 
going up there for about three 
hours or 90 each day. I am on the 
Staff and s0 mess with the General, 
ete. We have a good mess and a 
great thing ip being able to get 
into pyjamas at night, and have an 
undisturbed night’s rest. My duties 
are not very arduous, but there i: 
great deal of responsibility attach- 
ed to them. I am responsible to 
the General alone for my work, and 
I have ithe running of the gear of 
five battalions, which is quite in- 


teresting.” 

‘The details of Mr. Hayward’s 
death were réported to his family 
by another Shanghai man, Lieut. 
H. V. Wilkinson of the P. & O. 
8. N. Co., who was with him when 
he fell. We quote from Lieut. 
Wilkinson’s letter written on the 
same day, November 12. 

“These things are not pleasant 
to have to write, but no doubt you 
would like to have details, such as 
they are, Ab 2.30 this afternoon 
we met by appointment, and after 
discussing various details of over- 
head machine gun fire, went to look 
at some gun pits, and it was whilet 
jumping out of one of these—which 
wae in course of construction—that 
a sniper gop him. I jumped over 
first, and he was following so close 























thet’ he sotually ‘it me in falling. 


He never uttered @ sound or regain- 
ed consciousness, and passed away 
half-an-hour later, ie. about 3.30 
p.m. He was hit olean through 
the temple. Hayward only came 
up to the firing line four days ago, 
and was appointed temporarily 
Brigade Machine Gun Officer next 
day, so not known by many, 
but his sad death is much deplored 
by all of us, especially by me, as I 
knew him in Shanghai. I was in 
the P. & O. Office out there and we 
used to come in contact over busi- 
nese, 





“Tt is all too sad, but no one 
could ask for a finer ending than 
fighting for Righteoumess, your 
King and country. 

“He was buried at dusk in our 
little cemetery behind the firing 
line, the Brigadier and half @ doren 
officers being present.” 








REVOLUTIONARIES 
IN SHANGHAI. 


THE SMUGGLING OF ARMS. 


‘The Military Commissioner in 
Shanghai has received reports from 
hie detectives that several pro- 
minent rebel leaders, including 
Han Hui, Li Lieh-chun and Ho 
Hai-ming have returned to this port, 
and are holding daily meetings at- 
tended by large numbers of people. 

In this connexion, an interest 
report, showing how bombs 
are sometimes smuggled into 
Chins and carried about the 
country, appears in the Chinese 
Press. It is stated that Li Lan- 
ting an officer attached to the con- 
stabulary Ist District, Nantao, ar 
rested ® man coming off the Ning- 
shao Steamship Company’s wharf. 
In his luggage two bombs were 
found. The prisoner, who was said 
to be a native of Ningpo, at the 
Polide Station said that he was 
twenty-three years of age and was 
employed as a wharf coolie, He 
was given a package by a stranger, 
who engaged him to take it to 
Ningpo, the stranger on the 
strength of the engagement buying 
& cotton gown for him. 

On the prisoner was found 
document appointing him an officer 

* assassins’ company” by 
the’ Pe seaaadenta Chief of the 
“Punish the traitors Army” The 
man has beon sent to the Constabu- 
lary Court for trial. 

Chinese papers also state that Mr. 
Chung, Director of the Shanghsi- 
Nanking and the Shanghai 
chow-Ningpo Railways, has 
@ circular to all the station masters 
on the two lines as follows:—The 
Ministry of Communications has re- 
ceived @ report forwarded by the 
Taoyin of Shanghai to the effect 
that rebels have ordered from con- 
tractors in Shanghai, several thou- 
sand suits of uniforms of the same 
material and colour as those worn 
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by the Government troops and 
members of the Police Force. The 
military and Police authorities are 
instructed to notify the Taoyin 
whenever deputies for the purchase 





of uniforms are appointed, so that 
the Shuiwuchu and the Chiaotung- 
pu may be informed and may issue 
instructions to the customs and 
railway  officias 
articles in transit.

Troops at Woosung. 

The arrival of the considerable 
reinforcements for the military 
around Shanghai has greatly over.

For this 
purpose a considerable number of 
‘bamboo huts are being erected and. 
‘also some brick houses. It is ex- 
pected that the work of erecting 
them will be completed in about 
three weeks. 





THE SEIZURE OF THE 
CHAOHO. 


RECENT PRECAUTIONS AT 
THE ARSENAL 


Since December 5 last, on which 
dato an abortive attempt to seize 
the Arsenal was made by a handful 
of rebels, the residents at Nantao 
have experienced very much _ in- 
convenience owing to the enforce- 
ment of martial law. At first, no 
pedestrian was allowed on the street 
without a proper pass-port after 6 
p.m, Then the time was extended 
to 10 p.m., and persons employed 
by respectable firms and others were 
given pieces of white cloth on which 
their names were written with the 
seal of the Military Commissioner 
affixed. A short time, back, 
the Chief of the Chinese Police 
notified merchants that these cloth 
passports might be returned in ex- 
change for cardboard ones. And 
now. according to the Chinese 
Press, as the time of prohibiting 
street intercourse has been extended 
to 12 midnight, the Chinese 
authorities consider it unnecesoary 
to issue any kind of passport as 
the people should regulate their 
movements well within that time 
limit. A notice calling upon the 
public to return their passports 
has been issued.

In the region of Zminy, southenst- 
ward of the station of Chartoriisk, 
we drove back a German vanguard 
and successfully engaged the troope 
which hastened to ite assistance, 
In the region of Pugachevka, north. 
ward of the village of Muravitsy, on 
the river Ikva, we surrounded and 
captured a party of enemy scouts. 
To the north of Buchach one of our 
units suddenly rushed the vi 
of Petlikovitze, where an Austrian 
outpost was quartered. During the 
hand to hand engagement that en- 
sued some of the Austrians were 
bayoneted and the remainder fled. 

The Caucasian Front: In the 
Black Sea, southwestward of Hopa 
our steam launch, in spite of @ 
heavy fire from the shore at Atina, 
captured a Turkish sailing vessel 
laden with corn and seven armed 
‘Turks, 

In the Valley of the river Vivri- 
chai, southeastward of Lake 
Tortumgol, our fire dispersed the 
Turks, who were erecting — forti- 
fications.

The Secretary of State for India

‘Townshend reported that the enemy 





fired heavily throughout the previous 
night but had made no attack. 
Later he reports as follows: ‘From 
10 a.m, till past midday our posi- 
tion was heavily shelled by the 
enemy who, having breached the 
fort, effected an entrance but were 
driven out- Two hundred Turkish 
dead were left inside the fort. The 
fort in question is a work on the 
north side of the Kut peninsula.” 
On the 25th General Townshend 
reports further: “At mid-night of 
the 24th and 25th some fierce fight- 
ing for the possession of the fort 
occurred, The enemy effected a 
lodgement in the northern bastion 
but were ejected, They returned 
and occupied the bastion but the 
garrison held on to the entrench- 
ment and were reinforced. The 
‘enemy vacated the bastion early on 
Christmas morning and retired into 
their trenches 400 to 900 yards in 
the rear although the attack had 
been made from trenches only 100 
yards from the breach. The rest of 
Christmas Day passed quietly. The 
fort garrison is in excellent spirits 
and has reoccupied the bastion. 
“The enemy's casualties are est- 
imated at about 700, our own at 190 
killed and wounded. The whole 
division appears to have been 
engaged in the attack.” 
Presumably the %00 enemy dead 
mentioned in the telegram on the 
24th are not included in the above. 














THE RUSSIAN FORCE IN 
PERSIA. 


Teheran, Dec. 27. 

The Russians have occupied Ka- 

shan and are marching on Ispahan. 
Petrograd, Dec. 96. 

Authentic news having been re- 
ceived of the arrival at the village 
of Rabat-Kerim, twenty-six miles 
southwestward of Teheran, of a 
band numbering one thousand 
mounted men, of the notorious chief 
Emir-Hishmet, a detachment was 
sent during the night of December 
21/22, under the command of bse 
Belomestov, with  instructioy 
annihilate this band by » suas 
attack.

Colonel Belomestov opened a 
fierce fire and then attacked. The 
enemy, of whom, with sabres only, 
two officers and 112 men were killed, 
was completely defeated and dis- 
persed.

COMPULSORY SERVICE 
FOR SINGLE MEN. 


CABINETS DECISION TAKEN. 
London, Dec. 30. 

The decision of the Cabinet re- 
garding compulsory service has con- 
siderably cleared the political atmos. 

Feeling is that whatever 
measure the Government proposes 
should now have undivided support. 
Much depends upon the meeting of 
the Cabinet which is to be held 
to-morrow when it is expected that 
the minority will express its con- 
sidered views.

A VIOLENT BATTLE IN 
EASTERN GALICIA. 


A MILLION AND A HALF OF 
THE ENEMY ENGAGED. 
London, Dec. 31. 

The violence and extent of the 
great battle in Eastern Galicia is 
increasing, says an Austrian official 
communiqué, adding that the Rus: 
sians, yesterday attacked not only 
on the Bessarabian Front but also 
Austrian positions east of the 
lower and middle Strypa. The 
Austrian communiqué claims, va- 
guely, that the advance of the Rus 
sians ‘“‘mostly’”’ failed. 

Petrograd, Jan. 1. 

The fighting along the 200 mile 
front from the river Pripet to 
Bukhovina is continuing in places 
with unabated vigour. 

Here the enemy has concentrated 
a force estimated and at 1,500,000 
under the command of Marshal 
von Mackensen and General von 
Pflanzer. 

‘The principal region of the fight- 
ing is Tarnopol, which the Germans 
are anxous to occupy as it is a rail- 
way centre of great strategical im- 
portance in the Galician theatre of 
operations.

The enemy has also directed his 
operations Pye?

Petirograd, Dec. 28, 

In the Riga region, southward of 
Lake Babit, the Germans attempted 
to attack our trenches but were re- 
pulsed by our fire.

On the front southward of the 
Pripet and in Galicia encounters 
with the,enemy are everywhere con- 
tinuing and are assuming at some 
places a violent character.

pletely annihilated. Six men were 
taken prisoners and a few succeed- 
ed in escaping, In spite of @ 
heavy fire which was opened by the 
enemy from the south, the partisans 
retreated in safety, their losses be- 
ing insignificant,

this displays a very sad lack of 
personal discipline—it is often 
the outgrowth of negligence to

purposes, Why wait for coer- 
cion; why wait for the State to 
insist on the performance the 
duty we owe her and are 
capable of undertaking? We 
believe that the real objection of 
certain sections of the industrial 
class to compulsion is that they 
fear a severe curtailment of pre- 
sent-day remuneration for —ser- 
vices rendered; but men who 
give serious thought to the mat- 
ter, and happily many of our 
artisans do, realize that ‘‘the con- 
tinuance of the institution of 
will not be obviated by a 
refusal to help crush an enemy 
who has shown himself to be ut- 
terly ruthless in war and brutally 
frank in the expression of his 
ideas as to our future. 


‘When we come to consider the 
position of men in the Far East, 
the peculiar circumstances sur- 
rounding Britons here must be 
fully considered. No man wishes 
to take shelter behind these cir- 
cumstances: indeed the tendency 
has been altogether the other way 
and to-day men are with diffi- 
culty restrained from abandoning 
duties that the interests of the 
Empire demand should be car- 
ried ont efficiently. Tt is essen- 
ttial that our trade and commerce 
shonld be maintained. But this 
in no way conflicts with the mea- 
sure of compulsion contemplated 
or likely to be proposed. Men who 
find themselves in the outposts 
of the Empire have to face the 








question whether they will be 
performing » greater service to 
the State by enlisting than by re- 
maining where they are and 
shouldering as much hard work 
as possible. In our view the in- 
troduction of compulsion will pro- 
vide a ready-made solution of this 
question : the men who are not 
wanted here will be taken, the 
others will be told to remain. Sir 
F. H. May, Governor of Hong- 
kong, recently addressed a letter 
to the ‘Hongkong Daily Press’ 
in which he said :—'‘Among oth- 
er points, we have not lost, sight 
of the fact that a man who can 
work with his head to maintain, 
and. if possible, expand the trade 
of the Empire and thus hushand 
or increase the resources of the 
Empire while at the same time 
he uses his hands in the defence 
of the Colony or for the mainten- 
ance of law and order, is too valu- 
able an asset of which lightly to 
deprive the Colony. In pursuance 
of this policy many a young man 
has been refused permission to 
resign in order to enlist in the 
armies which are being raised in 
England.” The question, there- 
fore, resolves itself into. this: 
‘that young men in Shanghai 
should be guided to a great ex- 
tent by the wishes of their em- 
ployers; everyone knows that it 
is practically impossible to  re- 
place men from Home, although 
there have been a few cases in 
which men of military age have 
come out, and that all British 
firms are short-handed. What 
we all want to do is to uphold the 
flag, to add prestige to the Brit- 
ish Empire, and where there are 
substantial doubts as to the ad- 
visability or necessity of attempt- 
ing to achieve this by new meth- 
ods it is well to continne in the 
old order until more definite 
guidance is given by the Govern- 
ment.

Nothing has doomed the Ger- 
mans more certainly to defeat 
than their inferiority to their 
enemies in this particular respect. 
They have told us again and 
again what they are fighting for, 
they are fighting for solid, tang- 
ible things, territory, ‘‘a place 
in the sun,” ships, trade. ‘That 
is why they were so immensely 
surprised when the Belgians 
stood out against them. They 
kiew themselves to be infinitely 
‘superior to the Belgians in mili- 
tary strength and they knew that 
the Belgians knew it. Applying 
their own standards of what is 
‘best having in life they felt con- 
vinced that when the Belgians 
came to count ‘the cost, when 
they were faced with the certain- 
ty of losing all that by patient 
industry they had built up and 
accumulated, they would decide 
that it was best to give in. Hav- 


ing themselves forgotten, or 
ceased to believe in, the eternal 
truth that only he who will lose 
his life shall save it, they put out 
of their calculations, or at any 
rate numbered amongst remote 
possibilities the chances of a stub- 
born Belgian resistance. Nor 
has this initial error taught them 
anything, otherwise they would 
not cling, as they are so desper- 
ately clinging, to the policy of 
“frightfulness.”’ They would not 
go on sinking passenger ships 
and ordering. Zeppelin raids un- 
less they believed immensly in 
the potency of fear, an emotion 
which, as all history shows, is 
always neutralized whenever the 
cause for which men are fighting 
is a loftly one. For in order to be 
successful a nation must care for 
something other than success and 
the Germans care for success 
alone. 








MOTOR BANDITS IN 
SHANGHAI. 


AMAZING EPISODE IN 
ICHANG ROAD, 


‘The first armed robbery to be re- 
ported this year happened oa 
Suaday evening in the Gor- 
lon Road police district, when 
six armed men a motor 
car, disguised as Chinese soldiers, 
held up the office staff of the Dah Yu 
flour mill and secured $100 in cash, 
No arrests had been made up to th 
hour of going to press, but it is 
more than probable that further 
developments will come to light to- 
day. 

The Dah Yu flour mill is situated 
up an alleyway leading from Ne 
Ichang Road. At 6.20 o'clock lai 
evening six Chinese drove up to the 
ontrance of the alleyway in a motor 
ear. Leaving the car, the six 
bandi who wore the uniform of 
Chinese soldiers, entered the nar- 
row alleyway. Detailing two of the 
party to stand guard at the different 
entrances, the leader with three 
companions entered the office. The 
men were armed. 

“We demand $20,000 cash to pay 
the troops at the Arsenal,” was the 
command issued to the trembling 
employees by the leader of these 
modern desperadoes. Not finding 
that amount in ready cash, the rob- 
bers seized $100 and cleared out of 
the mill. Entering the car on 
Ichang Road they drove off at top 
speed. 

As soon as the hold-up men left the 
mill, the employees telephoned to 
the Gordon Road station, and spe- 
cial men were immediately on the 
trail. The number of the motor oar 
has been ascertained. It -was a

THE TEST OF GERMANY. 
The nonchalant manner in which 
Germany offended one Power after 
another in 1914 scarcely “staggered 
humanity” but it drew forth the 
assertion that the German Emperor 
must be mad to so surround 
self with enemies. It was unavoi 
able, after the attacks upon Servii 
and Belgium, that the Central 
Powers would have to face the 
Entente Powers, but Germany pro- 
ceeded to act in such manner as to 
indicate complete disregard for 
all the then neutral Powers. To-day 
our enemies are feeling the strait 
it was inevitable that they should, 
particularly when a second winter 
compaign was forced upon them. 
As a fighting machine Germany bas 
accomplished some terrific tasks. 
but her troops have lacked the per- 
sonal axcendancy claimed for them 
and have never been able to secure 
a decisive victory.

PEKING AND YUNNAN. 

‘The news about Yunnan continues 
good and if Peking acts with deter- 
mination and promptitude there ap- 
pears to be very little reason to fear 
the revolt.” A’ sine qua non, how- 
ever, of its successful suppression 
is the complete isolation of Yunnan, 
Forees sufficient for this purpose 
must be drawn round the province 
without delay and once that. is 
effected it will be a comparatively 
simple thing to attack and capture 
Yunnanfu. On no consideration 
whatever must the revolt be given 
the smallest chance of spreading. 
especially into Kuangsi, which so 
far has given no indication of dix- 
loyal’y, but is not to be trasted 
plicitiy on that account. The Cen- 
tral Government is fully aware of 
the grea’ asset it possesses in the 
fact that Kuangsi and Kuangtung 
have no love for one another. It 
mus’ be equally aware of the affini 
ties existing between Kuangsi and 
Yunnan, If it can prevent the two 
la'ter from making common cause 
it can discount Kuangtung altoge- 
ther, but if Kuangsi and Yunnan 
join forces it will inevitably have 
Kuangtung to deal with also, It 
would then be faced with a problem 
very much larger and more serious 
than General Tsai Ao has created.

THE DANGER OF GERMAN 
INSURANCE. 

A recent issue of the ‘Boston 
Transcript” quotes a prominent 
German as saying: “for years we 
have paid our heavy war taxes 
without complaint, ‘Then came the 
war levy in 1913, foreing every pro- 
perty holder to pay into the war 
fund five per cent. of his entire 
capital—more than a year’s income. 
We have hardly recovered from that 
and now comes a big war loan to 
which we are forced to subscribe, 
We have no option, The Govern- 
ment simply takes twenty-five per 
cent, of our bank deposits and 
holdings and writes us down as 
subscribers to the loan for that 
amount, And this is only the 
beginning.” This is the way the 
German Government deals with 
insurance companies as well as in- 
dividuals, and the knowledge of it 
should prove a warning to all who

THE MURDER OF 
ADMIRAL TSENG. | 


OHARGE OF OONSPIRACY AT 
MIXED COURT. 


On December 31, at the Mixed 
Court, before Mr. Grant Jones, 
British Assessor, and Magistrate 
Yu, Heu Chen-bo was charged that 
between September 15 and Decem- 


ber 95, 1915, he did unlaw- 
fully conspire, confederate and 
agree together with Wong Siau- 


foug and Wong Ling-san, and with 
other persons not in custody, to 
murder Chow Ching-tsing and Ad- 
mira! Tseng Ju-cheng. 

-Mr. G. D. Museo prosecuted ‘on | 
behalf of the Chinese Authorities, | 
Mr. Fessenden defended and Mr. | 
K. EB, Newman watched the case, 
on behalf of the police, | 
Mr. Musso ssid that the two 
Wongs mentioned in the charge 
were brought to trial before that 
Gourt on November 1 charged with 
the murder of Admiral Tseng. 
They were convicted and handed 
over to the authorities, The 
evidence which he would bring 
belore the Court would show that 
these two men when taken over by 
the Chinese authorities, were duly 
tried and sentenced to death. They 
made certain statements implica- 
‘ing the defendant. 

Evidence was given by an at- 
tandant at the Arsenal to the effect 
that he executed the two men 





named Wong - in accordance with 
the sentence. Before that waa oar- 
ried out they were taken to the 
Court 


and their statements made at; 


the trial read over to them. The 
said that the statements were true. 

A writer attached to the Court 
in the Arsenal deposed to taking 


the statements, copies of. which | 


were produced in Court, 

Wong Ling-san, in the course of 
his statement, said he bad discussed 
with others about the matter of the 
assassination of Admiral Tseng, 
the Taoyin Yang and Chow Ching- 
tsing, wile the other said that the 
‘assassination was instigated by the 
defendant. 

‘A copy of the statement made by 
the defendant at the Police stati 
was also handed in which he said 
‘that he, the defendant, had been ar- 
rested by the French Police on sus- 
pic‘on of being connected in a bomb 
case. The premises of hie paper 
were searched but no bombs were 
found, The statement that he 
instigated the assassination was 
untrue. When Admiral Tseng was 
murdered, he had slready been in 
prison for more than a week. 

Mr. Fessenden said he did not 
intend to put his client in the box, 
though he was prepared to answer 
any questions that the Court might 
care to put.

that he knew either of the two 
Wongs. He would not do such a 
disgraceful thing as plot to murder 
Admiral Tseng. 
‘Mr. Fossenden’s Address, 

Addressing the Court, Mr. Fes- 
senden said it was difficult for 
counsel sometimes in a Mixed 
Court to know just what rules of 
law were followed in a case of this 
kind. He submitted to the Court, 
however, that, if it followed the 
rules both of the English and Amer- 
ican Courts, the testimony adduced 
could not be used to convict the de- 
fendant even if the two Wongs were 
living. Even if they came to the 
Court and swore to their statements 
in the box, it would not have been 


| sufficient to convict the defendant, 


on the ground Ahat the two men, 
themselves were acoomplices. The 
murder of Admiral Tseng was a 
most terrible affair and the most 


regrettable thing that had happened | 


in the whole. history of the 
settlement but, at the same 
time, that should not influence the 
Court in any way to relax the usual 
rules of evidence and the usual pre- 
cautions thrown round a prisoner 
charged with s0 serious an offence. 
Not only was the evidence produced 
by Mr. Musso inadmissible, but 
even if it were not ét wae too scanty 
and of too questionable character 
to convict the prisoner. The testi- 
mony which the two executed men 
had given én the Mixed Court, was 
entirely contradicted by the state- 
ments produced that afternoon and 
he submitted that they were likely

Official 
sympathy however well meant, and 
however well devised, is inevitably 
mechanical, but the work of the 
Red Cross is a labour of love, 
springing, with affectionate im- 
pulse, from the very heart of 
England.” 

We wish all interested could have 
scen the 29 “cheery bedcovers” 
made of samples presented which 
we have already sent away, and we 
trust that th's quotation will 
encourage workers to undertake 
more of this work.

GAMBLING IN 
CHINA. 


THE ROOT OF MANY OF THE 
COUNTRY’S TROUBLES. 


From a Correspondent. 

If there-is one thing more pre- 
valent than another in China at the 
present day I feel sure the concen- 
‘us cf opinion will decide that it is 
gambling. It permeates every 
strata of society and is indulged in 
practically from the cradle to the 
grave. It is only a short time since 
a Mandate was issued on the sub- 
ject in which the President declared 
he knew who were addicted to the 
vice and threatened condign punish- 
ment unless they ceased. 

One does not doubt the President's 
statement that he knew the men 
who gambled. Indeed one would be 
very much surprised if did not 
know them, for his intelligence de- 
partment scems to be encyclopaedic. 
He knows where to put down 
hand, as also when and how. I 
have seen scores of babes in arms 
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getting their first lessons in gamb- 


ling. The servants are sent out) 


with the children and some cash to 
buy sweets. There, close at hand, 
is the ubiquitous sweet vender, with 
his candy and the inevitable tin or 
bamboo tube with its numbered 
sticks for drawing lots. Or, it may 
be a crude roulette wheel ‘or the 
basin and dice- It is impossible 
to go far without seeing these. 


An Ubiquitous Evil, 

When travelling along the roads 
it is hardly possible to pass even 
a small resting place without see 
ing at least one party of men, or 
men and women, busy card playing. 
Only a few days ago when passing 
through a destroyed city temple 1 
counted ten batches of men card 
playing all round the debris of the 
city god and his retainers while in 
the courtyard were many others at 
various games of chance. 

‘This may be put off as a recrea- 
tion of the poor. It is so and a 
very expensive one to boot. I know 
water carriers who have lost ten or 








more dollars in a couple of days, | 


and I know a poor farmer who lost 
20,000 cash one night and to ease 
his mind after reaching home in the 
early morning he gave his wife and 
children a thrashing, 

I know another farmer who was 
so successful that he could not 
satisfy the village elders with gifts,

A lengthy manifesto, bearing the 
signatures of Tang Chi-yao and Jen 
Ko-cheng, Chiangehin and Govern: 
or of Yunnan respectively, and Liu 
Hsien-shih, Military Commissioner 
of Kueichow, has been issued.

CHIEN LUNG. 


A STORY THAT DELIGHTS 
CHINESE SCHOLARS.

The present wri'er was discuss 
ing the other day with a Chinese 
highly interested in Western views 
the position created by the Re- 
s‘oration movement, and remarked 
that nearly three hundred years 
had elapsed since the tragic dis- 
appearance of the last Imperial

On the contrary, in a very sober 
fashion, he took counsel of his 
official colleagues, and consulted 
the oracles.

In great state he journeyed to 
the Yangtze: he was received | 
everywhere with —_acclamations, 
Down the Grand Canal he journey- 
ed until he came to Chékiang pro- 
vince, then straight on to the rich 
city of Hangchow. Guided by a 
mysterious instinct he came to a 
country seat and instantly descend- 
ed from his great sedan chair. The 
courtiers, full of awe, watched his 
movements, for he had dismissed 
them and desired to be alone. 
Never hesitating he marched 
through the gateway of the coun- 
try mansion, passed the central 
courtyard and reached the Closed | 
Door. With a firm hand he broke 
the seals and flung wide the 
portals. He was in front of an 
aged man who could barely walk, 
Bending low before him Ch’ien 
Lung exclaimed in a firm — 
“Father, your son has come.

A Series of Oryptograms,

grams can be read according to the 
faney of the word-artist, the Man- 
chu prophecies are wonderfully en- 

















lightening. The picture heralding 
the coming of the Ch’ing Dynasty 
is Eight Banners and a duck seated 
on the back of an ox. As we know 
tha: the surname of the first. em= 
peror was Yatachn (the  Ohinese 
pronunciation of the Manchu, Nur- 
hachu) the ideographie significance 
is explained by the fact that the 
duck on the back of the ox has 
the sound of the great Manchu con- 
queror’s name and is therefore & 
precise forecast of 1644 and the con- 
quest of all China by the Eight 
Banners, 

This pictorial representation is 
followed by couplets, many of 
which are so involved and so jumb- 
bled that they cannot be _trans- 
literated. But the poetry dealing 
with the end of the Ming Dynasty 
deciares briefly and pregnantly 
Ming hsiu miao (the Ming dy- 
nasty built temples) and is follow- 
ed by the inference that the Ming 
dynasty was ruined through this 
building of Temples. 

Next comes a three-character 
group dealing with the Manehus 
which has long been a subject of 
controversy and has only been re- 
cently correctly interpreted. ‘The 
declaration covering the outstand- 
ing characteristic of the Manchu 
period is this: C/’ing hsiu tao, the 
meaning of this tao being unintel- 
ligible to earlier generations. It 
js now explained that this tao is 
tich tao, or railways; and the 
group stands justified by the amae- 
ing translation that the Ch’ing dy- 
nas'y was ruined through the 
building of -railways.

reply, ThTe women problem, too, is, 
also serious, since a very large 
number will make an effort after 
the war to hold on to the jobe they 
now possess.

OUR PARIS LETTER. 


THE NEW POSITION OF 
GENERAL JOFFRE. 





From Our Own Correspondent. 
Paris, Dec. 4. 

As though General Joffre had not 
enough responsibilities already on 
his shoulders, he has been given 
others, Until the end of last month, 
he was officially considered as the 
officer commanding the French 
armies in the northeast of France. 
This implied that he had nothing 
to do with the operations in the 
Dardanelles or the Balkans. A 
Presidential decree has now made 

commander-in-chief of the 
French armies, 00 that he has 
‘supreme control of the national 
forces wherever they may be engag- 
ed in 

‘The decree is based upon the fol- 
lowing report from General Galliéni, 
the War Minister, to the President: 
“Article 1 of the decree of October 
38, 1913, provides that the Govern- 
ment, which has charge of the vital 
interests of the country, alone 
entitled to decide the political ob- 
jects of a war. If the conflict ex- 
tends to several frontiers, it is for 
the Government to say which i 
principal adversary. It is, con- 
wequently, for the Government to 
“pportion the means of action and 
resources of all kinds, and to place 
them at the entire disposal of the 
generals entrusted with the chief 
command at the various seats of 
war. Experience of the present 
war, which is taking place in several 
different theatres, has shown, how- 
ever, that the unity of direction in- 
dispensable to the proper conduct 
of operations cannot be obtained un- 
less there is, at the head of all the 
armies, a single leader responsible 
for the military operations pro- 
Perly so-called.” 

Co-operation of Allies. 

The most obvious reason for the 
Appointment. of course, that it 
will facilitate co-operation among 
the Allies. We have had an Anglo- 
Freuch war council in Paris, British 
headquarters- staff officers are con- 
stantly coming and going, the Rus- 
sian army now has a permanent re- 
Presentative (General Gilinsky) at 
the French headquarters, and Gen- 
eral Porro, the Italian | second-in. 
command, is coming to Paris in a 
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few days. The wiseacres, however, 
say that the real object is to place 
the operations in France under the 
immediate control of a general who 
will adopt more aggressive tactics 
than those of General Joffre and will 
not be content to continue the pro- 
cess which the generalissimo has 
described as “nibbling.” It is safe, 
but slow, and, in the meantime, 
there is a heavy strain on the re- 
sources of the country and also on 
its patience. It is conceivable that 
the national interest would be best 
served by a vigorous offensive, 90 as 
to break through the German lines 
and shorten the war, but who is to 
take the responsibility, in a de- 
mocracy, of ordering an operation 
which will inevitably cost many 
thousands of lives? 

Supposing that the Government, 
which has to decide the high policy 
of the country, believes such an 
operation necessary, and supposing 
their chief military adviser is oppos- 
ed to it, the Government must either 
give way or find some means of re- 
placing its adviser by another whose 
views are fore in conformity with 
its own. It is a fact that the ap- 
pointment of # successor to General 
Joffre in the post of commander-in- 
chief of the forces in the northeast 
inder consideration, but no deci- 
sion has yet been arrived at. 


An Attack in the Spring. 

In any case, it is hardly likely thet 
any great change of military policy 
can be carried out until the worst 
‘of the winter—which promises to be 
unusually severe—is over. I am in- 
clined to think that, by the time 
spring is at hand, the general feel- 
ing will be in favour of an attack 
rather than go on trying to wear the 
adversary out. The Chamber ha: 
just voted the Government propo 
to call out the 1917 class of recruit 
in spite of the obvious drawbacks 
of military training for undeveloped 
youths of eighteen. The training of 
these recruits is to begin early in 
January, 80 that they will be avail- 
able, in case of need, for the more 
active operations which may be 
expected in the early summer. 
Their predecessors of the 1916 class 
are now fully trained but have not 
yet been sent to the front, 


‘The Comédie Francaise. 

Just as Napoleon, in the midst of 
the disastrous campaign in Russia, 
found time to legislate for the 
Comédie Frangaise, so the present 
Government has turned aside from 
the war obsession to deliberate as 
to who shall look after that famous 
theatre. Its _administrator—the 
word “manager” seems inadequate 
to convey a due sense of this func- 
tionary’s importance—M. Albert 
Carré, has hitherto been allowed to 
combine his duties with those of a 
lieutenant-olonel on the staff in 
Paris, The new War Minister, 
General Galliéni, having decided 
that, as no man can serve two mas- 
ters, no one ought to discharge both 
civilian and military duties simul- 







































taneously, M. Carré has had to 
abandon the Comédie Frangaise, 
and the Cabinet, after due delibera- 
tion, has appointed M. Emile Fabre 
to replace him until the end of the 
war. 


M. Fabre’s qualifications, in ad- 
dition to having been born at Metz, 
include the authorship of “Les 
Ventres Dorés’ and some other suc- 
cessful plays, and an undoubted 
knowledge of stage effects; and his 
appointment is solemnly approved 
by the Press, even the temporary 
headship of the leading State thea- 
tre being considered as # matter of 
moment though the country ie in- 
vaded. The public is also heartened 
by the forthcoming reopening, in # 
tentative sort of way, of the opera. 
Shortly before the war broke out, 
the Government handed over this 
establishment to a new director, M. 
Jacques Rouché, whose arrange- 
ments for the coming season were 
abruptly cut short by the Kaiser. 
The Opera has since been closed, 
but M. Rouché now proposes to give 
afternoon concerts once or twice a 
week, with a certain admixture of 
costumes and scenery. He will, 
for instance, try to reconstitute the 
stately ballets in which Louis XIV 
loved to take part in his young days, 

As for grand opera, we are not 
likely to see anything of it until 
after the war, but these concerts are 
welcomed as an indication of reviv- 
ing confidence and business. The 
theatres in general have of course 
been very hard hit. They have had 
to reduce their prices very oon- 
siderably, and also the salaries of 
their artistes, Nearly all the young- 
er actors are in the army, but there 
has not been any great difficulty in 
filling their places, the supply of 
dramatic talent in France being in- 
exhaustible. The Opéra Comique 
has been it going chiefly with a 
view to providing employment for 
its large staff, and it certainly need 
not complain of small audiences, 
though it issues a good deal. of 

paper” for the benefit of convales- 
cent soldiers, of whom scores are to 
be seen at every performance. In 
fact there is not single Paris thea- 
tre in which the spectators do not 
comprise a large military element, 
many being, alas, minus a leg of 
arm, or having their heads swathed 
in bandages, The Grand Guignol 
is pluckily pegging away with selec- 
tions from the characteristic reper- 
toire of this curious little theatre: 
side splitting one-act comedies and 
blood-curdling horrors. 


A Brilliant Exploit. 


Flight Sub.-Lieut, Viney and 
Lieut. de Singay, who sank a Ger- 
man submarine off Nieuport the 
other day, have given the following 
interesting account of their exploit: 
“We started out from Dunkirk as 
usual, and had been cruising for 
half an hour at a height of 9,000 feet 
when we saw two submarines, side 
by side, on the surface, west of 
Nieuport and pipat five miles from

the coast. Knowing that the sea is 
very shallow at this point, we at 
once realized that we had a good 
chance of making a successful a- 
tack. We came down as fast as 
possible towards one of the sub- 
marines, which, being over a sand- 
bank, had no chance of escaping by 
sinking. Her commander, as soon 
as he saw us, started off at full 
speed, turning and twisting so 
as to make himeelf a difficult target 
to hit. Observing ‘that the other 
submarine did not develop the same 
speed and could not answer her 
helm s0 quickly, we turned our at- 
tention to her. 

Describing constantly narrowing 
circles round her, we came down to 
about 600 fect, When we had made 
practically sure of our aim, we 
dropped a bomb and were delighted 
to see that it hit the mark, thé 
damage to the submarine’s 
being visible to the naked eye. We 
described two more circles round 
‘our prey, and a second bomb did all 
that was necessary, The sub- 
marine’s back broke, and she sank. 
In case the other submarine had 
been able to signal to German 
aeroplanes which might come out 
and cut off our retreat, we flew up 
again, while continuing to observe 
our enemy. A large shut of oi! 
soon spread out over the sea, giving 
the best possible proof that the sub- 
marine was destroyed. We return- 
ed to our base without incident.”

THE AMERICAN 
ASSOCIATION OF 
CHINA. 


‘The annual general meeting of the 
American Association of China was 
held on the 30th ultimo at the 
U. 8. Court for QObina, when 
Mr. W, A, Reed presided, support- 
ed by Mr. J. B. Davies, hon. Secre- 
tary, and Mr, J. W. Gallagher, hon- 
Treasurer, There was a fair num- 
ber of members present. 

‘The secretary read the report, 
which together with the balance 
sheet was passed as presented. 

‘The annual report stated that the 
only change in the executive com- 
mittee was the resignation of Mr. 
O. H. Ritter, Vice-President of the 
Association, owing to his departure 
from Shanghai. During the year 
the Committee held nine business 
meetings, at which various matters 
‘of interest affecting the American 
community were discussed and, 
when deemed advisable, suitable 
action taken. -Among the matters 
that came up for attention may be 
mentioned the question of increas- 
ed American rep! 
the Shanghai Mun 
question. of preserving the present 
status of the Mixed Court, the In- 
come-tax as applied to Americans 
in China, preferential rates.in Man- 




















churia, the Japanese demands in 
China and the Seaman’s Bill. The 
committee did not deem it neces- 
sary or expedient to go into details 
regarding these matters at the pre- 
sent time, as in some cases the 
negotiations were of such a nature 
that no good purpose would be 
served by enlarging upon them 
the report. 

The present membership of the 
Association stood at:—honorary, 2; 
resident, 80; non-resident, 81, mak- 
ing a total of 163. During the past 
year death had claimed two of the 
oldest and best known members of 
the Association and their loss would 
be keenly felt: Mr. John Ferris 
‘Seaman died at Hancock Point, Me., 
on August 26, 1915 and Mr. James 
Nelson Jameson died ab Shanghai 
on December 11. Appropriate re- 
solutions were passed by the oom- 
mittee and forwarded to the re- 
lntives of the deceased gentlemen. 

‘The matter of providing suitable 
government buildings in Shanghai 
for the American Consulate-Gener- 
al, the U. 8. Court for China, and 
other Government offices had re- 
ceived the attention of the Associa- 
An item for the purchase of 
& site and buildings at a cost of 
375,000 U. 8. currency was includ- 
ed in the Diplomatic and Consular 
Appropriation Bill as reported to 
the House of Representatives during 
the last session, but failed on ac- 
count of the financial retrenchment 
policy of the Government, The 
effort to obtain an appropriation 
had, however, been again renewed 
and the American community was 
assured of the support of a number 
of prominent members of the na- 
tional legislature, who visited 
Shanghai during the summer, and, 
while here, inquired mosb carefully 
into the building proposition. It is 
hoped that during the present ses- 
sion of Congress an appropriation 
will be made. 

Referring to trade, the report said 
that the year had not been « favour- 
able one for the importation of 
American cotton goods. A low ex- 
change and advancing freight rates 
‘on the one hand, and the absence of 
a normal demand at this end ac- 
counted for this unfortunate state 
of affairs, There was an improve- 
ment in the demand for cotton goods 
in the spring, but it melted away 
in consequence of the strained con- 
dition that the demands of Japan 
brought about. By the time this 
scare had in measure subsided, 
there arose the monarchical move- 
ment to disturb again the confidence 
of the native banks and merchants. 
The banks refused to issue the cred- 
its needed to facilitate trade with 
interior ports for practically the 
whole year, and the business that 
has been done on a cash basis has 
been limited to hand to mouth trans. 
actions. 

Formerly the Pacific coast sent 
large shipments of flour to China, 
but the advance in the price of 
wheat and the scarcity of tonnage 
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make it impossible to compete with 
the native mills at present. Sun- 
dry imports from America are be- 
coming more diversified and the 
interruption of shipments from 
Europe has led to increased busi- 
ness in American goods, Chemicals 
and food products, metals, mgchin- 
ery, and electrical supplies are 
mentioned among the lines that have 
been in special demand, 

During the year the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company discontinued 
their Oriental service and closed 
their offices in the East. The steam- 
ers taken from this trade have been 
transferred to the Atlantic. It is 
reported that one or more Ameri- 
can lines will be established to run 
between San Francisco and the Far 
East, but at the moment definite in- 
formation on the subject is wanting. 
The absence of American ships has 
during the year been # source of 
such inconvenience and loss to 
American merchants that they could 
only hope that it would press home 
the fact of the heavy handicap to 
American trade caused by being 
without that fly the American 
fing. American merchants in many 
cases have not been able to carry 
out their engagements by reason of 
not being able to secure tonnage, 
as shipping companies of other na- 
tionalities discriminated in favour 
of their own peoples, It has not 
been a matter of first come first 
served, but, first and last the space 
has gone to the merchante whose 
i ity was that of the ships. 
a matter which the Associa- 
tion has repeatedly brought to the 
attention of the American authori- 
ties and itia to be boped thet the 
conditions which the war in Europe 
has so emphatically brought to the 
ttention of the people at home— 
conditions which directly affect 
American trade, even to the extent 
of taking it out of American hands 
and presenting it to their com- 
petitore—will hasten the day when 
Americans shall again see ir 
ships in these ports, and their 
merchants saved the humiliations of 
1918. 

While the American Government 
sends commissions and special 
agents to report on trade conditions 
for the purpose of stimulating fore- 
ign trade, it is a subject for wonder- 
ment that obstacles continue to 
hamper American shipping. In- 
stances can be given where Ameri- 
can merchants have had to cancel 
contracts and to see their business 
taken out of their hands by com- 
petitors, who could ship in steam- 
ers of their country which have been 
closed to others. Notwithstanding 
the publicity that has been given to 
this state of affairs, it would appear 
that even more is wanted to awaken 
the people at home to the folly of 
seeking foreign trade while ignor- 
ing the requirements necessary to 
make it successful. When three 
members of Congress, Messrs. 
Saulsbury, Britten and Edmonds 
were in Shanghai they were given 
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‘an opportunity to address a gather- 
ing of American citizens and all of 
them expressed surprise to find the 
extent of their lack of knowledge 
concerning the Far Eas all also 
expressed desires to enlighten their 
colleagues at home on conditions in 
the Orient. 

The balance sheet showed a credit

CULTY DAIRY CO. 


Last year was an unfortunate one 
for the Culty Dairy Co., Ld., and 
instead of declaring a dividend of 
twelve per cent, as was done the 
previous year, they find themselves 
starting the new year with « debit 
balance of Tis, 10,347.19. The cause 
of this unfortunate state of affairs 
isthe lose of 101 animals which were 
suffering from that dread 
of cattle, rinderpest, the net los: 
in this connexion amounting to Tis, 
90,177.23. The company’s working 
account shows a profit of Tis. 
19,600.47, but the loss of such a 
Jarge part of the herd more than 
offsets this profit. The rinderpest 
epidemic is now well under control, 
however, and the outlook for the 
coming year is satisfactory. 

At the third annual general meet- 
ing of shareholders of the Culty 
Daily Co. Ld., held at the 
offices of the secretaries and 
agents, Messrs. J. P. Bisset & Co., 
on the 30th ultimo, there were 
presenb the following direc 
tors: Mr. Philip Peebles (chair- 
man), Mr. A. 8. P. White-Cooper, 
and Mr, F. H. Crossley and share- 
holders representing 184° shares. In 
his address the chairman first re- 
ferred to the death of the late 
Mr. H. 8. Oppe, who resigned 
from the board of directors on 
his departure for the front in 
December 1914, and the necessity of 
confirming the appointment of Mr. 
White-Cooper to fill the vacancy. 

‘The Chairman said :—Gentlemen, 
before commencing the business of 
the mesting I wish to refer very 
briefly to the death of Mr. Oppe. 
Mr. Oppe was one of the original 
directors. of this company, and 
while he was in Shanghai his ser- 
vices as a director were as valuable 
as they were untiring. He was one 
of the firet to volunteer for service,

do not propose to attempt to 
enumerate any of Mr. Oppe’s many 
high qualities. but we, who know 
kim well, feel that we have lost a 
very real friend. I feel sure that 
I have the support of this mecting 
in proposing a vote of deep and 
sincere sympathy to his relatives. 

Then, taking up the business of 
the mecting, he continued :— 

The report and accounts have 
been in your hands some days and | 
I propose to take them as read. 
This year has found us installed in 
our new premiscs on the Avenue 
Joffre, Our entry was somewhat 
uulucky in view of the outbreak of 
sickness amongst the cattle, but we 
have every confidence that our un- 
dertaking will prosper, and that 
before many years are past, exten- 
s‘ons will have to be made to our 
new buildings. Tho stables are 
more roomy, better ventilated and 
more conveniently arranged than 
the old stables, and the conveni- 
ence for feeding, collecting, cooling 
and distributing milk are greatly 
increased; and we have sufficient 
well arranged accommodation for 
our ipereased herd. 

The outstanding feature of the 
year under review is the very 
violent outbreak of ripdexpest which 
visited our herd early in September 
and is not yet finally stamped out. 
‘As pointed out in the report, this 
outbreak has had the effect of con- 
verting a comfortable profit into a 


very considerable loss, and we com- 


meneo our new year with a debit 
balance of $10,347.19 to work off, 
chiefly the result of the epidemic, 

Shareholders will remember that 
we had a similar outbreak in the 








summer of 1912, and in presenting 


the reports and accounts for that 
year I outlined the precautions the 
directors proposed to take to pre- 
vent, so far as possible, future out- 
breaks We have followed the 
policy then proposed of inoculating 
all our young heifers with the dis- 
ease. 

Unfortunately the natural” in 
creave in our herd from births is 
not sufficient to moet the ordinary 
decrease through death, and to cope 
with the continually increasing de- 
mand for our milk it has been neces- 
sary to continue to import new 
cows, These purchased animals are 
not immune, and amongst them we 
must always expect and prepare for 
a very high percentage of deaths if 
and when an outbreak of disease 
visite our dairy, Your directors 
propose to continue their policy of 
immunizing all our young heifers 
and to purchase as many cows as 
‘are necessary to meet the demand 
for milk. 

Our experience during the recent 
outbreak has confirmed us in our 
opinion that we can in time im- 
munize a large proportion of our 
herd. The dea‘hs during the year 
were as follows: eighty-one cows, 
six bulls, sixteen heifers, a total of 
101 animals, Of the heifers sup- 





posed to be immune by treatment, 
wx died, and of these five had been 
immunized in February 1914. Of 
the cows supposed to be immune 
two died. 

Certain of our young immun'‘zed 
stock were kept in the same stable 
as our sick cows during tho recent 
outbreak and of these not one con- 
| tracted the disease. This was done 
by way of experiment and the r- 
| sult is very encouraging. 
| In regard to rindernest, as to haw 
it is carried and what special con 
ditions encourage its spread, very 
lit'le is known. We. take all pus 
| s’ble precautions, but we have no 

reason to suppose that we may not 
at any time have another outbreak 
amongst our purchased stock. We 
hope that now we are-established 
in our new quarters and have more 
accommodation for isolation, that 
we shall be able to check to some 
extent the spread of the disease. 
As soon as the accounts permit it 
is proposed to establish a special 
reserve to meet occurrences of this 
sort, so that the loss may not fall 
so heavily on any one year. 

To turn to brighter subjects. the 
growth in the output of the Dairy 
is very encouraging. The demand 
for our milk continues to incre: 
and during last year our sales 
reached 42,417 bottles of milk per 
mon‘h, and 591 bottles of eream in 
addition to butter and cheese, This 
continued growth has made the 
dairy business too big for manage- 
ment by one man, and your 
rectors decided to engage an as- 
sistant for Mr, Culty. Mr. Culty 
hay worked exceedingly hard in the 
interests of the dairy, and on moro 
thun one occasion to the detriment 
of his health, His son, who pre- 
viously shared the work of manage: 
ment with him, has gone to France 
to fight in the French forces. and 
I greatly regret to say that his 
name ix amongst those missing. The 
assistant we have engaged is a Dano 
| wi h a very considerable experience. 
| and we have every reason to hopo 
| that he will prove a very efficient 
dairyman. He leaves Denmark for 
Shanghai about the middle of 
January and so he should be ready ~ 
|to take up his duties before the 
end of February. 

The accounts themselves need 
very little explanation, The Work- 
ing Account shows an increase in 
expenses of Tis. 8,319.03. Against 
this we havo an increase of milk sales 
by Tis. 4,197.10, The general ox- 
penses include feeding, salaries, 
‘ages, and all the general Dairy 
expenses, including Tis, 1,897.25 
discount on Milk Bills 
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to shareholders. The principal 
items of increased  expediture 
under General Expenses are:—

Increased Passage Bates Possiblé, 


The cost of operating the ship: 
has increased by leaps and bounds. 
Some six months ago we raised our 
passage rates two or three pounds to 
help, to some extent, to meet the 
increased cost of working, and re- 
luctant as we shall be to make any 
further increase I am afraid this 
may be forced upon us. The Budget 
will take something out of the Com- 
pany's earnings, and what is left of 
the surplus over the average of the 
two or three preceding years will in 
all probability be to a great extent 
swallowed up in the impending over- 
hauls of the ships through being 
hard driven, and through difficulty 
in getting labour to do the repairs. 

We don’t know—nobody does 
know—what the future has in store 
in the shape of additional levies 
which will be mede upon you to 
meet the expenditure involved by 
the war. Whatever there may be 
they have to be met, and as our 
men of a fighting age are giving their 
lives, so must we give our property 
to the nation. No sacrifice is too 

to sevure that victory without. 
which life would be intolerable. 

Whea the war is crowned with 
victory for the Allies, as it will be, 
the resources of the country, the 
intelligence, the energy, the indus- 
try, and, let us hope, the thrift of 
the people will reassert themselves, 
and Great Britain will continue to 
be, as she still remains despite the 
demands upon ber, the financial cen- 








. | tre of the world. There is no doubt 


that most shipping companies have 
made money during the last twelve 
months owing to the rise in fraighta, 
brought about by so many ships be- 
longing to ourselves and to our 
Allies having been engaged for the 
purposes of the war, and through the 
German and Austrian Mercantile 
Marine having been driven from the 
sea. The aftermath of the war has 
to be reckoned with, and the ship- 
ping industry of Great Britain will 
doubtless have in future much to 
contend with, especially as neutral 
and some other shipowners who 
have been reaping a far richer 
harvest than British shipping, will 
find themselves in a much better 
position to develop than will be the 
case with British shipowners, but, 
speaking for myself and for the P. 
O, and British India Companies, 
Thave no fear for the future. 
(Hear, hear): It may be an anti- 
cipation of coming bad times that 
is inducing some shipowners in this 
country to take advantage of the 
present inflated prices of ships to 
dispose of them and to retire from 
business. For the P. & O. and 
British India Companies there ia no 
such dolce far niente, They are 
carrying on a national work and 
they could not, if they would, wind 
up and go into retirement. On the 
contrary they must and will continue 
to develop, they must endeavour, 
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and they will endeavour, to main- 
tain their services to the satisfaction 
of the Government and of the 
public. They must make provision 
for their employees when the time 
comes for them to coil up their ropes 
ashore, they must lay by ample de- 
preciation for reinvestment in up- 
to-date vessels, and they must set 
aside a good margin of surplus 
profits in fat years to provide for 
the contingency of lean periods, and 
you, ladies and gentlemen, must 
rest content with s return in the 
way of dividend which can only be 
described as moderate for the risks 
you run and for the capital you 
employ in your undertakings. 


An Example for the Enemy, 
There has long been a curious 
position on the part of some 
cians and others to be what I might 
call in homely parlance 
the Bi shipowner.

News has been received from Mr. 
C. I, Shekury, 9th Batt. Royal 
Fusiliers (Machine Gun Section), 
who writes :— 

T have been to the firing line twice 
since you last heard from me. Our 
first visit there was only for twenty- 
four hours but quite enough, being 
the first time. In entering the tren- 
ches we were shelled a bit, other- 
wise everything was slack. The cold 
is the only thing that worried most 
me pretty hard too. 
it to the firing line 
was for forty-cight hours, after hav- 
ing a rest for forty-eight hours from 
the first visit. This time it was a 
bit rougher than the first, All was 
quiet when we entered, except for 
a few snipers who were rather busy 
sending rifle grenades into our 
trenches. 

We soon got settled and did no- 
thing for a while. Boon after it 
gob dark the rain commenced, and 
ceased about 6 p.m. after damping 
all our belongings. In the evening 
we blew up two mines which seem- 
ed to disturb the enemy for a while, 
because, immediately afterwards, 
they turned their searchlights on 
us and were very busy with their 
machine guns and rifle grenades. 
The artillery then commenced shell- 
ing each other. 

All was quiet again in about forty 
minutes except for a few grenades 
which came from the snipers. A 
working party was got together to 
repair: the trenches. This lasted 
till 4.30 a.m. Friday. We were only 
disturbed twice by machine-guns 
and now and then by snipers, but 
the shots went high and no damage 
was done. On Friday all was quiet 
except for about ten minutes, when 
both trenches were shelled pretty 
heavily, but little damage was 
done. In the evening we had 
heavy hail shower ‘which was fol- 
lowed by snow. Everything got 
wet and the trenches were very 
sticky with mud. In some places 
the trenches were fairly deep in 
water. I was on sentry-go all 
night, one hour on and two hours 
off. It was a fairly quiet night, 
but cold wasn’t the word for it, In 
the trenches we get! through an en- 
ormous amount of cigarettes. 
night alone I managed to get 
through twenty cigarettes and near- 
ly an ounce of tobacco. 

The first thing in the morning we 
are supplied with a mouthful of 
rum to keep us warm for the rest 
of the day. It keeps us warm for 
a time, but not the whole day. On 
Saturday morning we were relieved 
from the trenches and went to a new 
‘Net. When we got out of the fir- 
ing line, wo were simply « mass of 
clay and spent most of our rest in 
getting it off. On the whole there 
were a very few casualties in our 
company considering the time we 
had. We are leaving our new bil-

lets to-morrow for another part of 
the line, and are going into the 
trenches for five days this time.

Lieut, G. Butland writes: I had 
a very lively experience: on my 
first visit to the trenches. Beyond 
a few whiz-bangs (several hun- 
dred), fifteen pounders, and oc- 
casional bursts of rifle fire, every- 
thing was quiet, but we realised 
that the Huns were not far off. 
In one place we bad a listening 
post out in front which went to 
berry fifteen yards of the enemy. 
this post twice during 
the ate it was a nasty place, 
with very little cover, the men, 
however, were every cheery and 
bright, but I think at times ex- 
posed’ themselves very unneces- 
sarily, until at last one poor chap 
got hit right through the head, 
which ended his career. This was 
the only man knocked out dur. 
ing my first visit to the trenches, 
It’s awfully cold and at times:.in 
the night I get up and run around 
to warm myself, as my feet geb 
like icebergs. Shall be jolly glad 
when those skin lined boots arrive 
you are sending us, 

Writing on November 29 he says: 
We are not in the trenches st 
sent, and hope to have three weekw 
regiment has done 
fifteen months of it, 90 we are 
having a rest a few miles back, but 
really the so-called rest is hard 
work, which is really what we 
need, after no exercise in the 
trenches. We are still in the shell 
area, and they come over fairly 
often. You should see our digs, 






















One| three of the rooms have big shell 


holes, but we get used to this after 
a while, unless there is an extra 
heavy bombardment on. It is 
frightfully oold and I feel it in my 





hands and feet, but we can’t 
grouse, as an officer's life is » 
paradise to my “Tommy” ex- 


perience. We have jolly good grub, 
but it costs me four francs » day 
out of ‘my pay which, #8 gnd- 
Lieutenant, is 12/: The rainy 
weather is very trying as the tren- 
ches get full of water and the poor 
fellows have to stick it up to thele 
thighs but it’s cold. We have to 
rub = preparation ealled anti- 
frostbite on our feet before going 
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into the trenches. This helps to 
keep out the cold and damp fairly 
well. Glad to say I’m fit and well 
for any one; remember me to all 
my old pals in Shanghai, Hankow 
and Tientsin when you meet 

Lieut. W. H. Butland wrote on 
November 30: At present where we 
are the war is being carried on 
after this style. Our guns have 
duels with the Huns, and oo- 
casionally we bombard each other's 
trenches. Our snipers fight theirs, 
and our aeroplanes soout and drop 
bombs just like theirs. The men 
in the trenches work all the time, 
when not sleeping and eating, 
drains have to be dug, pumps 
worked, trenches repaired after 
bombardments. It is only when 
an advance is on everyone fights. 
‘The danger is comparatively little 
when one looks at the whole battle- 
field with a broad eye. One can 
be just ag easily killed by a shell 
in the rest camp seven miles from 
the firing line aa when right in the 
wretched wet trenches, I was 
nearly caught the other night by a 
machine gun. Making a tour while 
on duty, I thought to escape the 
water by walking along the back 
ot tho trench when the Huns put 
up one of their star shells, spotted 
me and my orderly and turned 
machine gun on us, but we lay 
down flat in the mud in good time, 
with the bullets whizzing over us, 
but it did make us uncomfortable 
and cold lying for about two 
minutes flat in about ten inches of 
nice soft mud, and what a sight we 
were after the light went out and 
returned to our trenches, Need- 
Joes to say, I returned, when things 
got a bit quiet, back through the 
Wet and dismal trenches, for I had 
had enough for one night, and old 
Fritz for a while put the fear of 
bulleta into me. They put their 
guns on us many times that night, 
but gob no one. The Government 
fare doing their best and there are 
no complaints, We have goatskin 
coats, and big rubber thigh boots 
T’have been in the rear for a 
days training on a new gun which 
fires 800 shots per minute, so it 
only remains for the German Em. 
peror to say “enough,” or take 
what is in store for him when the 
time comes for our advance. We 
are all happy and bright and we 
all feel sure our day of victory 
not far off. Tell my friends in 
China that we hope to see them 
before next Christmas, 

















The following letter hes been re- 
ceived by Mr. E, 8, Benbow Rowe 
from his brother Lieut, 0. H. 8. 
Benbow Rowe, 5th Battalion, 
King’s Own Shropshire Light In- 
fentry, formerly of Messrs, Shewan 
Tomes & Co,, Shanghai, 

T last wrote to you when we were 
in the reserve trenches, but my let- 
ter must have been very sketchy. T 
forvet what I told you, as it was 
written Inte-at night in the H. Q. 
dugéut, when my eyelids were heavy 





with want of sleep and I was chilled 
with cold, 20 I will briefly reiterate 
what has happened to me since I 
wrote you from the base at 
I think I told you then how I took 
a draft up to another regiment, 
then returned to the base. They 
kept me there for several d 
then I received orders to join 
Sth Battalion (for which I had ap- 
plied) at what is considered the 
very worst part of the Western line. 
I travelled by train up to a town 
some 15 miles behind the firing line, 
and from there found my way to 
the place where the battalion was 
resting and reported. They had 
been resting for about a week and 
were just recovering from one of 
the most severe actions of the war 
—that of September 95. We 
went in # strong battalion of about 
900 men and 19 officers. We de- 
livered « brilliant charge, took the 
‘enemy Isp and 2nd line trenches and 
reached their 3rd line without great 











speak of, went wrong, and we had 
to fall back, fighting for every inch 
of ground. We held them for atime 
when we were in their Ist line 
trenches—stuck it for over two hours 
then had to give it up and get back 
to where we started from, » broken 
battalion, but nevertheless one that 
had made 8 name for iteelf and 
lived up to the finest traditior 
the Army. 
lieved the 5th and we were 
to reorganize. All that returned 
wore 3 officers and roughly 300 men, 
Of the company to which I am now 
posted, which went out 900 strong, 
and which bore the brunt of the 
inferno of fire during the retire- 
ment, only twelve men answered 
the roll call the following morning. 

Well I came down to this cheery 
assembly, to learn that two officers 
whom I had known well, who had 
been in the 9th, had come out just 
before me, were among the casual- 
ties. They had been back over a 
week when I joined and were get- 
ting reorganized. Several drafts 
had been sent up and within 
week after my arrival, we were prac- 
tically full strength again both in 
officers and men. A lot of my broth- 
er officers in the sth—in fact the pick 
of them—were transferred to the 
Sth and joined up. Then we got 
our orders to move up to the re- 
serve trenches, 

I was picked to go up the 
day before my Coy. to take 
over things and set out with a small 
party of men in a motor lorry, 
whick took us as far as the ruins of 
what is said to have been one of the 
most beautiful towns of Belgium. 
It is now just a jumble of shattered 
walls and rubble, but enough re- 
mains of some of the fine old build- 
ings to give one an idea of the 
beauty of the place. The glorious 
old buildings were mostly built 
about the 11th. century, and one 
of them is shown to have taken 
nearly 8 century to complete. Now 
they aré all shattered to pieces by 
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loss, then » certain thing I can't| py 


heavy shell fire—quite beyond re- 
pair. And it is wanton destruction, 
no purpose wae served by shel- 
ling the town—but nevertheless the 
fighting round here has been fierce 
for over a year now. The place I 
speak of has been shelled regularly 
for all that time and they still drop 
their big stuff into the ruins prac- 
tically every night. I am trying to 
get permission to send you some 
picture posteards of the ruins, but 
it is very uncertain whether they 
will reach you. If they do they will 
give you ® good idea, as there are 
photos of the town before and after 
the great bombardment. Everything, 
however, is now much more smaah: 
ed about than is shown in the 


Photos. 

We walked through the town, and 
on through a» devastated country- 
side, up to the reserve trenches, 
without special incident—a constant 
stream of ambulances bearing wound- 
ed back, and transport vehicles 
ing us on the road, I took over 
the trench and remained there all 
day—being shelled intermittently 
all the time. It was rather funny 
‘at first, standing about in « trench, 
or lying like # sewer rat in » damp 
little dugout underground, and 
hearing the shells scream overhead 
and burst around, but I soon got 
used to it, and strangely 
felt quite at ease from the ver 
But after three days of thi 











an 
urgent message came down, which 
tent us hurrying up, ab threo in the 
morning, to the very worst part of 


the advanced line. A German mine 
had been exploded right under our 
ines, blowing everything al 
to bits, and « heavy attack w: 
pected before dawn, It had been 
extremely cold ab nights, and when 
we did lie down it was only on a 
waterproof sheet in a damp dugout, 
as no blankets are supplied in the 
trenches and of course you have al- 
ways your full equipment, less the 
pack on. By two or three lying 
huddled up together we could keep 
our bodies more or less warm, but 
the trouble was our fect—aftor a 
few minutes they would be absolute. 
ly frozen. I put a sandbag or two 
‘over each leg, which helped a bit. 
Well, we trumbled out, cursing 
lustily, and got quickly away, going 
up the communication trenches with 





ballets zipping about all round 
us and  thudding into the 
sandbag walls of the trench. 


Up in the fire trench, there was 
nothing to do but stand to, shiver- 
ing, and waiting for the attack, 
which never came. When dawn 
queer sight that pre- 
My platoon was in a 
sandbag walled trench, still fairly 
intact, but blown away in places, 
while a little distance from me was 
the huge crater made by the mine 
explosion. The German trenches 
were only about 40 yards away, and, 
when it became light, to show on 
head above the parapet meant 
mort certain death: The tretiche’ 
tan across what was once & wood, 
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but this has been so terribly shelled 
that now only one or two shattered 
stumps here and there, give evidence 
of it. No green thing—no blade of 
grass even—can live there, as the 
ground is turned and turned and 
turned again by heavy shell fire and 
exploding trench mortars and 
aerial torpedoes. 





It is s most desolate spot 
—but worse than everything 
clse, is the appalling stench 


of decay: everything seems to be 
decaying, even the tortured earth, 
continually tossed and furrowed by 
explosions, looks as if it were de- 
caying. Luckily, though these were 
the trenches we usually man and 
from which we delivered the great 
attack on the 35th, we were only 
kept there a short time, being then 
sent to other trenches, where the 
conditions were much better, any- 
how in the matter of smell; and 
also they were far enough from the 
German lines to prevent their put- 
ting trench mortars among us with 
certain accuracy, 





These, and aerial torpedoes, 
are hellish contrivances, They 
look just like a pillow coming 
through the air, and when they 





land, go off with a terrible bang, 
blowing everything near at hand to 
bits as they are filled with high ex- 
plosive. ‘They travel slowly how- 
cver arid you can see them coming 
during the daytime, and, if lucky, 
ret ont of the way. Well we did 
the rest of our trench tour here. 
My company were in the front line 
trench, so I got practically no sleep 
for ten days altogether, as not only 
had I my platoon work to do, but 
owing to circumstances I cannot ex- 
plain, most of the Company work 
and responsibility fell on my should- 
ers. 

Speaking generally, life in the 
wenches is not so bad, especially for 
the private soldier. There 
plenty to eat, though wate: 
asa rule, and he.does get a certain 
mount of sleep during the day 
time, It’s dreadfully monotonous 
however, and you get awfully bored 
sitting or standing in the trench all 
day and all night, even though the 
ballets are whopping about all the 
time and projectiles are coming over 
every few minutes. I occasionally 
got some fun, however, every 
night I had to go out in front of 
‘our line a little way into the ‘no 
man’s land” between the trenches 
and that is always exciting and in- 
teresting; and shortly before we 
left I got orders to go out and make 
‘reconnaissance of the ground right 
up to the enemy lines. It was a 
pitch black night and I stayed out, 
crawling about on my hands and 
knees for a couple of hours. I had 
my senior sergeant with me—s fine 
soldier whose one aim in life at the

quite a good time. At ome spot we 
fot tight up'to the Germén lines, a8 
clove thet we could hear the beg- 
fre talking in their trench.

ly we were not spotted and did not 
run into any Germans, but were 
pretty well frozen by the time we 
got back. We returned just as 
dawn was breaking, and were very 
nearly shot by one of our own men 
in getting back, who had got a bit 
nervy. 





ALLEGED FORGED 
BANK NOTE 
CONSPIRACY. 


CHARGES AT THE MIXED 
COURT. 


What should prove to be en in- 
teresting case commenced on Tuos- 
day afternoon at the Mixed Court, 
before Mr. Pedkin, American Asses- 
sor, and Magistrate Waung, when 
Say Kuh-jung, Teen Dah-pen and 
Moo Toong-kai, the last two having 
an address at 547 Chengtu Road, 
were charged with conspiring with 
Zung Kyi and Zau Tsung-wa and 
others to counterfeit and utter false 
bank notes of the Hupeh Govern- 
ment Bank, and also with copspiring 
with Wa Shi-yuen, Wong-fao-sung 
and Liang Cho-sze and others to 
commit an armed robbery at Pabli- 
wan Village in Hupeh Province, 

Mr. G. D. Musso appeared for the 
proseeution, the Chinese Authorities 
making an application for the men 
to be handed over to thom. Mr, J. 
W. Rice represented two of the ac- 
cused and Mr. K, E. Newman watch- 
ed the case on behalf of the Shang- 
hai Municipal P. 
. Rice at the outeet made an 
application for an adjournment on 
the ground that the full extent of 

















the charges laid against his clients 
was not made known to until 
the afternoon of the previous day, 
when he received copy of the 
second charge. He had had no 
time to see his clients nor to frame 
the defence. 

Mr, Musso opposed and it was de- 
cided to proceed to open the case 
for the prosecution subject to the 
granting of the right to Mr, Rice to 
reserve cross-examination of any 
witness he desired. 

Mr. Musso said that in the begin- 
ning of last year a man named Zung 
Kyi was arrested in Nanking for 
being in possession of a considerable 
number of forged bank notes pur- 
porting to have been issued by the 
Hupeh Government Bank. He was 
tried and in the Court he made cer- 
tain disclosures, which led the 
Chinese authorities to apply for 
warrants for the arrest of certain 
people who were then in Shanghai. 
He would here mention that the 
Hupch Government was at the great- 
est possible difficulty in dealing with 
the enormous amount of counterfeit 
coin which was circulated and 
energetic measures were being taken 
because it was not the rich people, 
who through their banks were able 
to discover the forgeries, who suf- 
fered, but the poor, who kept the 
notes in their houses and only dis- 
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covered their worthlessness when 
they wanted to-make purchases, 

Among the persons for whom war- 
rants were applied was the man Zau 
‘Tsung-wu, who was brought before 
the Mixed Court on a charge similar 
to the one now occupying their at- 
tention. During the trial of the 
case the whole of the con- 
spiracy and the conspirators were 
disclosed. Zung Kyi would testify 
as to hie dealings with the defen- 
dants and a second witness would 
give evidence of an armed robbery 
closely connected with the first 
charge. He was a member of a 
gang of robbers and he came to 
Shanghai from Hupeh. While here 
he was approached by certain other 
individuals who asked him to plan 
some robberies in Hupeb. Funds 
were needed to enable him to go back 
to Hupeh and seek out suitable 
places to be robbed and for that pur- 
pose the two defendants came for- 
ward with $200 worth of forged bank 
notes with which he could defray 
expenses on the understanding that 
thirty dollars were to be paid back 
for every hundred dollars worth of 
false notes used, 


Alleged Robberies, 

Tho firet defendant was the chief 
of these robbers and the second de- 
fendant was his first lieutenant. 
The witness then proceeded to Hu- 
peh and decidéd to rob a house in 
the village of Pabliwan, Ho return- 
ed to Shanghai and the present ac- 
cused provided six revolvers and 
some bombs for the expedition, the 
gang being composed of twenty 
mea. The two defendants remained 
behind. Shortly after the Chinese 
festival in the eighth moon, they 











committed the robbery, getting away 
with booty in the shape of jewellery, 
gold leaf, and money to the value of 
some thousands of dollars. On re- 
turning to Shanghai the first de- 
fendant, when the booty was divid- 
ed, took $60 for payment for the 
false notes and a bundle of gold leaf 
as his share, the rest of the gang 
receiving about $140 each. Some of 
the members of the gang had, how- 
ever, been caught in Hupeh and one 
‘of them, who had been convicted 
there had come down to Shanghai 
in charge of the authorities to give 
evidence. 

Mr. Rice again applied for an ad- 
journment. He was not at all satisfied 
‘a8 to counsel’s good faith in waiting 
to the last moment before he filed 
the second charge. and they had 
reasons to believe that the charges 
were trumped up. He claimed that . 
they had not had sufficient time to 
go into their case to meet the 
charges as they now stood. 

‘Mr. Musso said that the statement 
counsel had made was rather a bold 
one. The Chinese authorities, be- 
fore he had framed the charge had 
sent despatches down laying similar 
charges against the defendants, but 
he had waited until he had examin- 
ed the witnesses sent down before 


he pnt; his name-to the charges. 
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The Court granted an adjourn- 
ment until next afternoon 

Mr. Newman said he wanted to 
make his position quite clear to the 
Court. He was appearing to oppose 
the application of Mr. Musso. 

‘Mr, Musso—Then go upon the 
other side of the Court and defend. 
Tt would be most amusing to see 
the solicitor for the police defend- 
ing people charged with forgery. 

Mr. Musso also claimed that Mr. 
Newman, as counsel for the police 
had no locus standi in the matter. 
He then informed the Court that his 
attention had been drawn to & notice 
‘or advertisement which had appear- 
ed in several Chinese newspapers. 
They were all similarly worded 80 
that it would appear that they all 
came from the same person, He 
could, however, say from the outest 
that it did not concern the defen- 
dants, Counsel then read a transla- 
tion of the article. It stated that 
‘Mr, Musso and other officials had in- 
terrogated the two witnesses sent 
down by the Hupeh authorities at 
the Mixed Court offices and had 
found their statements exactly the 
‘same as they had given at Hupeh. 

Mr, Musso took this opportunity 
to say that the statement was ab- 
solutely false, with not a word of 
truth in it. Ip was a fabrication 
from beginning to end and he asked 
the Court to take notice of it, while 
he, as # private citizen would take 
those steps which he thought he 
ought to take in the matter. 

‘Mr, Newman said he had a rather 
more serious instance of # similar 
thing to bring before the Court. 
‘This was an extract from the “Sin- 
wanpao” for December 31, in which 
there was a suggestion that Mr. 
Museo and Magistrate Waung had 
conferred together at the Bureau for 
Foreign Affairs on the case, and 
that they had arranged with’ the 
Consular Body for a special hearing. 

The Assessor said that he was not 
always impressed by the accuracy 
of things which appeared in some 
newspapers, while Mr. Newman re- 
plied that it was clear that there 
was someone or something behind 
it, 








The case was continued on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Mr, Newman at the outset said 
he was instructed to modify » state- 
ment which he made the previous 
day. He was not opposing the sp- 
plication at that stage but he was 
there to watch the proceedings on 
behalf of the police; he neither sup- 
ported nor opposed. 

When Zung-kyi, convicted in 
Hupeh, and brought down from 
Nanking, of being in possession of 
2,290 forged Hupeh Government 
bank notes, was called into the 
box, Mr. Rice argued that the wit- 
ness was not qualified by reason of 
the fact that he had been promised 
immunity by another Court. He’ 
would like to examine the man to 
bring out these facts, 








The Assessor:—Have you aay 
‘evidence to give upon the point? 
—No. 

Mr. Musso: A fishing expedition. 

The Court allowed Mr, Rice to 
put the questions, but they only 
browght a denial of Mr. Rice’s suz- 
gestion. 

Zung, under examination by Mz. 
Musso, said he knew that the de- 
fendants were engaged in the manu- 
facture of false notes and he was 
asked to take some of them to 
Hupeh. Previous to that another 
man had taken » quantity of the 
notes to Hupeh and had returned 
to Shanghai with money, Witness’s 
remuneration was to be a portion 
of the profits obtained by the dis- 
posal of the notes. He undertook 
the expedition alone and was sub- 
sequently arrested in Nanking. He 
was questioned as to the source of 
the notes, and had been kept in 
custody ever since. 

In answer to Mr. Rice, the wit- 
ness said he had been » soldier 
under Liang at the time of the 
first revolution. When in Shang- 
en route for Hangchow he met 
Liang and stayed at his house in 
Avenue Joffre, where the discus- 
sions about the notes took place. 
He had incriminated the defendants 
in his statements because he had 
been threatened with torture. He 
had not been offered any reward 
for doing so. When he arrived at 
Nanking .with the notes he was 
searched and arrested. Then it wi 
that he made his statement. 

Mr, Rice asked the witness to give 
the names of persons present at a 
meeting which witness also attend- 


ed. 

‘Mr. Musso objected. He did not 
think these questions would serve 
any useful purpose save to let theso 
people know there was evidence 
against them so that they could 
abscond. 

Mr. Rice:—I can quite under- 
stand that the prosecution would 
like this man to be a repository for 
those names to be produced when 
they thought fit. 

Mr. Musso said the witness 
could write the names down and 
hand them to the Court, but not 
to Mr. Rice’s interpreter. 

The ‘witness hoped the Court 
would pardon him, but he was not 
going to incriminate any more of 
his personal friends. 

The case was again adjourned.

A STRIKING COMPARISON. 

Mr. J. L. J. F. Ezerman, Advisor 
for Ohinese Affairs in Batavia, is 
passing through Shanghai on his 
way to Peking, and in an interview 
which he had yesterday with = re- 
presentative of the “North-Ohina 
Daily News” had some interesting

things to say on the condition of 
affairs in South China. 

“If you ask me what struck me 
most,” said Mr. Ezerman, “ it was 
the extraordinary progress which 
the south has made during the past 
decade towards unity of thought of 
feeling. I have not been in China 
since 1894, when I was staying in 
Amoy. My visit there coincided 
with the Chino-Japanese War, and 
I remember very well bow utterly 
unaffected by, indeed ignorant of, 
the war, the Fukienese appeared 
to be. My teacher, for example— 
for I was studying Chinese at the 
time—took the very mildest interest 
in what I had to tell him, and was 
quite incapable of giving me any 
information in exchange.” x 

“And you found all this chang- 
ed,” Mr, Everman was asked. 

“Quite changed. The south to- 
day feels and thinks in a way 
which shows that during the past 
ten or twelve years it has solidified, 
unified, become capable of self-ex- 
pression, and, to a certain extent, 
capable of organization and cohe- 
sive action.” 

Asked whether this new capacity 
was being brought into play at the 
Present time in relation to the re- 
volt in Yunnan Mr. Ezerman said 
that he could see very little evidence 
of any united opposition to Yuan 
Shih-kai at the present time. 

“Mind you,” he continued, “there 
can be no question that the Chinese 
in the south, in Java, in Singapore, 
are opposed to the idea of a monar- 
chy, and are opposed to Yuan Shi- 
kai. But the past two years appear 
to have had a sobering effect on the 
Cantonese. They are hostile, but they 
are not as prepared as they were 
then to translate their hositility in- 
to action. The reason for this change 
is, of course, that the merchant 
classes desire peace above every- 
thing else. Their theoretical objec- 
tions to republicanism are held in 
restraint by the practical considera- 
tions of buying snd selling. They 
want to do business, and a revolu- 
tion would mean bad business.” 


‘What Young Ohina Reads. 


“Do you think, then, that Young 
China is growing older and becom- 
ing less enthusiastic!” 

“No, I should certainly not like 
to say that, For example, leb us 
take the books which appear to be 
most popular, most eagerly read 
by the more intelligent among the 
emigrants. Two of them are 
Carlyle’s ‘French Revolution’ and 
Rousseau’s ‘Contrat Social.’ Tt is 
difficult to explain the popularity 
of such works on any ground other 
than that of genuine enthusiasm for 
the ideas contained in them. Of 
course there are «@ great many 
Chinese who are appreciative of 
Western learning, mainly because 
it opens avenues of promotion both 
in the official and the business 
world. We must, therefore, always 
beware of crediting Young China 
with enthusissm divorced from self. * 
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interest. Nevertheless, the books 
just named are read and read en- 
thusiastically, and there certainly is 
no direct relationship between them 
4nd business or official appoint- 
ments.”” 

"On the whole, though, you would 
say that the south is more moderate 
than it was two years ago!” 

“Well,” said Mr. Ezerman, “I 
was not in the south two years ago, 
but I followed events with consider- 
able interest and a certain amount 
of insight, and my impression from 
my recent visit is that the south 
to-day is a good deal less excitable 
than it was then.” 

“Do you think that external 
events have had anything to do 
with this change!” was the final 
question put to Mr. Ezerman. 

“Yes,” he replied, “Ido. I think 
that the unanimity to which I refer- 
red a few minutes ago is displaying 
itself nationally, and that the south 
realizes the danger of a revolution 
from the national standpoint.”

The China (Amendment) Order-in-| 


Council 1910 provides that: 

“Where a person not belonging 
to Hongkong ‘is sentenced to- im- 
Prisonment and deportation under 
Article 2, and is sent for imprison- 
ment to Hongkong, the Governor 


of Hongkong shall, if lawfully em-| 


Powered thereto, deport such per 
ton to the place to which he was 
ordered by the Court to be de- 
Ported; and if nob 90 empowered 
the Governor shall cause such per- 
ton to be sent back to Shanghai.” 
Under existing law there is no 
Power to carry out that provision, 
aad the present Bill was originally 
drafted with a view to giving the 
Teessary power. The section 
fore was drafted in general 
form, and will now apply not only 
fo Shanghai prisoners but. to 
Prisoners who might be ordered to 
te deported from the Colony. 
Power might be useful in 
cases, as well as in the case 
@ Shanghai prisoners, because

OBITUARY. 


MR. H. W. G. HAYTER. 

We greatly regret to announce the 
death at Sidmouth of Mr. Henry 
William Goodenough Hayter, one of 
the best known and most deservedly 
popular residents of Shanghai. The 
nows was received in Shanghai on 
Monday night. 

The late Mr. Hayter was 
educated at Charterhouse and 
began his career in tho officers 
of teabrokers in Mincing Lane. He 
came out to China in 1882 and j 
ed the firm of Messrs, Wilkinson & 
Co, as @ tea-taster, at the same time 
acting as selling agent for his 
father’s firm, Messrs. Hayter & 
Hayter, the well-known Government 
packers of Upper Thames Street. 
He next joined Messrs, Iveson & 

Re’ 














whom @ few years ago he left to 
join the Oriental Advertising Co. 
however, less as a business 
man than 4s an exceptionally clever 
artist and @ man of quite extra- 
ordinary social aptitudes that the 
late Mr. Hayter will live in the 
memory of Shanghai. Three papers, 
all of them amusing and clever, the 
“Rattle,” the “Eastern Sketch” and 
the ‘“Quack” owed much of their 
vitality end genial incisiveness to 
his pen. For Mr. Hayter was a car- 
toonist who combined exceptional 
powers of penetration and satire 
with the kindliest disposition and 
the gentlest sense of the incongru- 
ous. Many of his pictures are well- 
known throughout the Far East, 
and deservedly occupy prominent 
positions in social clubs. 

For “H, H.” was a great club 
man, keenly interested in all that 
appertained to the social amenities 
of life. He took a prominent part 
in amateur theatricals, especially in 
burlesque, and the success of many 
an A. D. C. performance in the 
eighties early nineties, when 
ladies with histrionic abilities 
were scarce, owed its success 
to his clever acting in women’s 
parts. He was a member of most of 
the local clubs and served on the 
committee of the Country Club, the 
Shanghai Club and the Race Club. 
It was in 1909, if we remember ac- 
curately, that the Race Club pre- 
sented him with a large silver bowl, 
which he always counted amongst 
his most cherished possessions. 

In the previous year his health be- 
gan to fail, and part of the year 1910 
was spent in endeavouring to re- 
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cuperste in Germany. He returned 
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to Shanghai much benefited by the 
change, but the improvement was 
short-lived, and from then up till 
the time of his death the disease 
which had taken hold of him made 
greater and greater inroads on his 
constitution. Many of his personal 
friends will remember how very ill 
he looked when he bade them fare- 
well last May and will retain a 
sad but brave picture of bim as he 
stood on the sun-lit terrace of the 
Country Club, thin, frail, but ut- 
gto be anything but 
cheerful and full of hope. His 
death, in view of the reports which 
recently arrived in Shanghai, has 
come as a great shock and robs us 
of one of the most entertaining, 
in‘ellectually resourceful and kind- 
est of men. 


MR. J. HUTCHISON

LETTER. 


CANADA’S SUPPLY OF MEN. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Ontario, Nov. 26. 







roughly speaking 200,000 
enlisted, and conside: 
000 have already gone to the front, 
or are being trained in Great Bri 
ain, Equipment is the main dif- 
ficulty, but this is being fast over- 
come: there is no trouble whatever 
in obtaining the men. Should the 
necessity arise another 250,000 could 
be easily raised, as Canadians are 
determined to do their full share in 
ning the victory for the Entente 
ies. I have had many opportun- 
‘of seeing the troops raised 
here, from the time they were raw 
recruits to that when they were 
despatched overseas to receive their 
final training, and to use an ex- 
pression much used in Canada, they 
are a “fine husky lot.” They are 
well built, bright and active. Those 
being trained now are quite the 
equals of those who have so distiu- 
guished themselves at the front, and 
are quite determined to uphold the 
great reputation which Canadians 
have won. One cannot help con- 
trasting them the men who, 
according to all accounts, our 
enemies are now being forced to 
fill their thinning ranks with, and 
the contrast is one which bodes 
very ill for the Huns. 

Munitions are still being turned 
out at a great rate in Canada. 
Secrecy is being kept as to the 
exact amounts which are r4 
forwarded to the Entente Allies, 
but the Huns can be assured 
that they are very large, and 
are increasing month by month. 
‘As to the manufacture of ordnance 
mentioned in my recent letters the 
War Office has decided that no 
steps shall be taken at present. 
Why, it is not possible to say. There 
are difficulties in the way such as 
installing the requisite machinery, 
and obtaining skilled workers: but 
the general impression is that Great 
Britain and France have now caught 
up so rapidly and so brilliantly with 
the manufacture of both guns and 
munitions that it is not necessary 
to start works for ordnance here 
which could not. possibly turn out 
guns for some months to come. 
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The Bethlehem Works. 


It must also be borne in mine that 
the Bethlehem Works in the 'a:ted 
States which is supplying the En- 
tente Allies, is now larger than the 
famous, or infamous, Krupp works, 
and they represent only one con- 
cern in the States which is sending 
unitions to kill the Huns. The 
idea is also mentioned that the War 
Office, through its refusal to have 
works started here, indirectly shows 
that it now bas all the requisite 
means to bring the war to a success- 
ful conclusion. Whether the matter 
will be further considered in view 
of the suggestion that all the Over- 
seas Dominions ought to have 
factories for ordnance and muni- 
tions ready at all times remains to 
be seen. All the materials necess- 
ary for them can be produced at 
least in Canada. 

Aviators will no longer be trained 
in Canada most probably. There 
some complaint that the Militia 
Department would not start an 
Aviation Corps. Some private 
schools started in to do this, or at 
least to train men who could form 
one, but the Department would not 
support them, The matter has been 
satisfactorily settled by new regula- 
tions just issued, which enable men 
to be sent over to England to be 
trained for the Royal Flying Corps. 
They must, however, first obtain 
commissions in the Canadian 
Militia, and agree that, if for any 
reason they are found unfit for the 
Flying Corps, then they shall be 
drafted into the regular forces. 
This s to be a reasonable way 
of settling the difficulty. It is too 
early yet to say what success it has 
met with, but it is understood that 
there are a large number of young 
men who are anxious to avail them- 
selves of the new regulations. Sev- 
eral Canadians have already done 
some good work as aviators at the 
front. 
































Canada's Loan. 


No doubt you have heard that 


Canada has issued a domestic 
War Loan of  $50,000,00q. It 
is issued at 97}, and the 


interest is 5 per cent., which, how- 
ever, really works out at nearer 
five anda half. Mention was made 
in past letters that some such loan 
was contemplated by the Finance 
Minister. At that time many peo- 
ple thought it would be wiser for 
Canada to keep her money to con- 
duct her trade with. But owing to 
huge war munition orders, and the 
big crop, conditions have altered. 

‘There are very large sums :n de- 
posit in the banks, so large indeed 
as to be rather awkward for the 
banks to deal with. It is reported 








that many of them refused 
even to take any more. The 
rate they paid their deposi 


tors was only three per cent. 
The Finance Minister looked thor- 
oughly into the financial situation 
and satisfied himself that loan 
would be taken up, and be & 
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thing for the country, as well as 
a relief to the financial burdens of 
Great Britain. Eight days were 
allowed by him for applications to 
be made for the loan, and it is 
stated that more than the whole 
Joan of 850,000,000 was taken up in 
eight hours. The banks, insurance 
companies, municipalities and other 
corporations applied for big blocks. 
The loan was issued in multiples of 
100, and private applications for 
small sums have poured in from the 
public. The Finance Minister states 
that they will receive first con- 
sideration, it is his object to in- 
terest the people of the country in 
the loan. This is a very wise resolu- 
tion, for it i quite evident that a 
still greater financial strain will be 
put upon the Empire before the 
war is successfully ended: the peo- 
ple of this Canada 








time when the savings, which ‘they 
have been able to make by the 
operations of their big borrowings, 
must be brought forth to support 
the war being waged for them and 
the Empire. Canadians are not 
simply subscribing to the loan as a 
first rate investment: they regard 
doing so as # patriotic and Imperial 
duty, and as a means of showing 
the Huns that they are ready to 
spend both men and money in fight- 
ing them, and that they have plenty 
more of both to provide if necessary. 
The lists do not close till next week, 
but it can be said that it was an 
unqualified success. The Duke of 
ken the keenest 
interest in it ever since its inception, 
and made a stipulation that he as 
Governor-General should be allowed 
to head the list of subscribers, and 
this he has done for a very sub- 
stantial sum. 

Again this month I have to record 
but exceedingly little activity by 
the Germans in attempting out- 
rages in Canada. There has been 
but one: that of trying to blow up 
a blanket factory near Montreal, 
which failed owing to the bomb be- 
ing discovered in time to prevent 
its exploding. It was thought at 
one ftime that the outrage wa: 
intended to damage a Canal near 
which the factory was situated, and 
thus interfere with the passage 
through it of supplies for the 
front; but this theory is not now 
regarded as right. Some damage 
has been done D a cordite factory, 
which at first was thought to be 
due-to Hun activity, but investiga- 
tion disproved this. On the other 
hand, Canada has the privilege of 
interning a nephew of General von 
Kluck. He is a doctor, Muller by 
name, and a very experienced chem- 
ist. He came to Canada just be- 
fore the war, and has been too out- 
spoken in his sympathies for his 
wurderous Fatherland. He was 
told to report himself regularly to 
the authorities, and was allowed 
his freedom on giving his word he 
Would not try to escape from the 
country. He recently asked leave 


























to go to the United States and was 
refused permission, so withdrew his 
promise not to try to escape—quite 
a most un-Hun like proceeding— 
and was promptly interned.

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REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 

Brorrnina early last week came 
persistent rumours that “trouble” 
would “‘break out’? on Ohristmas 
day, and at the tiffin hour on Dec- 
ember 9 it was “reliably reported” 
that “trouble” had actually started 
that very morning. 

‘That was last week. This week 
there are more rumours, much the 
same sort as thove of last week, 
with the exception that the 
“trouble” (vague word, that) is to 
start today,—today, New Year 
Day, of all days! The starting and 
circulating of. baseless rumours 
should be made a crime. Such re- 
ports certainly do not improve busi- 
ness, and, taking all things into 
consideration in these present try- 
ing times, business is as good as 
could be expected,—in spite of the 
rumours. The merchant class are 
commercial above all things, and so 
Jong as trade comes to them they 
sre satisfied to ve “trouble” 
alone. 

‘There és no predicting events in 
China, in this topsy-turvy land 
where the expected never happens, 
and it would seem that the rumour- 
mongers have “another guess com- 
ing,” as they say in America. Were 
they to make a tour of the offices 
of the leadi import firme, 














especially American firme or con-| i 


cerns with American connexions, 
they would find one and all with 
more work than they oan easily 
handle. Extra assistants bave been 
employed, additional desks bave 
been installed, and Ja:e honrs are 
the rule, Export firms  lkewise 
have no complaint to make except 
the ever-present difficulty of finding 
cargo space. 

Tr is not reasonable to suppose 
that the merchant class—the class 
that holds China’s purse-strings— 
may be expeoted to support or lend 
aid to any disturbing movement of 
the sort commonly called “trouble,” 
when they are aware that such a 
movement would immediately end 
their trading. They did support the 
revolution of 1911, but that was for 
quite a different cause, and there 
is no visible reason why anyone 
should presuppose that an anti- 














monarchistic movement here can to- 
day get serious support from thi 
ree. While there hae been a 
slight wave of uneasiness in some 
quarters during the week, no 
tangible evidence can at the time of 
writing be found to indicate that 
the movement in Yunnan will gain 
any serious headway bere.

Since my last circular was issued, 
the market has continued quiet, but 
with an undertone of decided 
strength. The prime cause of the 
present quietness is due more or 
less to the uneasiness prevailing on 
account of the Monarchy question 
and while prices may decline a few 
points temporarily, a sudden reac- 
tion is liable to take place im- 
mediately confidence is again re- 
stored. One fact stands out pro- 
minently, however, and that is the 
arrival of cotton from the interior 
is not showing any improvement at 
all, and notwithstanding the un- 
settled state of the country the 
farmer does not seem to be in any 
great hurry to market his cotton, 
‘and hence there would bardly seem. 
room for any decline of conse- 
quence, admitting that for the pre- 
sent the market has about found 
its legitimate level. 

The yarn situation on the other 
hand is far from being in a condi- 
tion to meet present quotations for 
cotton, and what the ultimate re- 





| | sults will be from » spinner’s point 


of view is a hard problem to solve 
for the near future. On the whole 
therefore the cotton situation de- 
pends on the political conditions 
and improvement in the yarn trade 
which will be promptly reflected on 
our market. Tone of the market, 
steady.

ilies, have been arrested by Gen- 
eral Sarrail and taken on board a 
French man-of-war.

THE EVACUATION OF 
SUVLA BAY AND 
ANZAC, 


HOW THE OPERATION WAS. 
CARRIED OUT. 
London, Dee, 31. 

Reuter's special oorrespondent 
ab the Dardanelles, describing the 
evacuation of Suvi Bay and An- 
zac, of which he wae an eye-witness, 
states that the whole operation 
was carried out under the eyes and 
guns of 85,000 Turks, who did not 
realize that the evacuation had 
begun till hours after the last na- 
val beach parties had slipped 
away. 

All equipment, transport and 
ammunition were and 
nearly all tho stores, The entire 
force, with its gear intact, is thus 
ready for service elsewhere. 

The Turks held the higher 
ground all round and the whole 
area at Suva Bay was visible to 
them except the actual beaches, 
while the main Australian embarl 
ing beach was overlooked 
Snipers’ Ridge, 1,100 yards away. 

The question was wi 
proportion of loss would ét be pos- 
sible to withdraw the army, which 
consisted of the three Anzac Divi- 
sions and the Indian brigade oo-

Parties, however, were fetebing 
the last stragglers as late as 8 
o'clock. A party of the Medical 
Staff, who had been left to tend 
the wounded, of whom, however, 
there were none, was also fetched’

ite the few piles of provisions 
which had to be abandoned. 


A HUGE MINE EXPLODED. 
At 3,96 a huge mine was explod- 
‘ed on the neck between two ridges 
along which it was nob desirable 
that the Turks should follow us, 
This had the desired effect. The 
Turks thought the Australians 
were attacking them and kept up — 
furious rifle fire for forty minutes. 
Bhortly afterwards flames shot 
up on the various beaches from 
the piles of petrol-soaked provi- 
sions whiob had been ignited. Even 
that did not arouse the Turks, 
‘At daybreak the transporte were 
all away and the men. ir bey 
bombarding the beache: breaking 
up the piers, sunken | ships and 
water tanks—determined to leave 
the enemy nothing but firewood. 
The Turke at last woke up and 
began bombarding the beaches. 
They must have thought we’ were 
mad to be firing at each other, The 
Turks also heavily bombarded Hill 
10, Chocolate Hill and Lala-Baba, 
where there was not a soul, 
“They were still doing so when my

The Government has received a 
joint telegram from the Military 
Governors of Kuangtung, Kuangsi, 
Szechuan, Hunan and Kueichow 
saying that the latter is sending 
delegates to Yunnan to induce the 
rebels to lay down their arms and 
to submit to the orders of the 
Central Government, The Govern- 
ors therefore request. the Govern- 
ment to postpone punishment of 
theerebels pending the return of the 
delegates.—Reuter.

LIANG SHIH-YI’S ADVICE. 
Peking, Deo. 30. 

At half past one o’clock in the 
afternoon yesterday the Tsancheng- 
yuan or Council of Btate held 
its ordinary session with forty-four 
members and the Manchu Prince 
Pu Lun, Chairman of the Council, 
in the chair. The first speaker 
was Mr. Liang Shih-yi who dwelt 
upon the importance of the Yunnan 
incident and urged the despatch of 
@ special punitive force to Yunnan 
to punish the military officers and 
politicians who have dared to show 
their disloyalty to the Throne. This 
motion was seconded by another 
Prominent monarchist Mr. Wang 
Ying-chuan who ascended the plat- 
form and announced that as the 
monarchical restoration waa law- 
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fully carried out in accordance with 
the election laws passed by the 
Council on the specific request of 
the citizens, who are tired of the 
Republican form of Government, 
and the results of the ballotings in 
the various Provinces were entirely 
in favour of monarchy, the absurd 
action of General Tang Chi-yao in 
raising opposition to the monarchy 
under the pretext of China’s foreign 
intercourse with the Quintuple 
Powers and his rebellion against the 
Central Government in Yunnan ie 
certainly an act of high treason 
against the Nation. Hence it is 
the duty of the Council to urge the 
Government to despatch military 
forces to Yunnan for the suppres- 
sion of the rebel elements as soon 
as possible as an example to other 
disloyal persons, 





This motion was unanimously 
passed by the Council and General 
Ying Chang, Liang Shih-yi, Wang 
Ying-chuan, Yang Ta and’ Cheng 
Mou-ting were elected drafters of 
the despatch which was completed 
at about five o'clock in the evening 
and was immediately sent to the 
Emperor for action. 


CHINA AND THE POWERS. 

During the session, on the motion 
of member Hsia Heng-wu and 
others, Mr. Tsao Ju-lin, Vice-Foreign 
Minister, was invited to the Coun- 
cil to answer interpellations about 
the recent “advice” of Japan in 
association with four European 
Powers, namely as to whether those 
countries, in tendering their 
“advice,” interfered in the internal 
affairs of China or demanded any 
special privileges from China in re- 
turn for the monarchical restora- 
tion, and also whether the Chinese 
Government offered any special 
privileges to these Powers in re 
turn for their recognition of the 
Chunghuatikuo or Empire of China. 
To this interpellation, Mr. Tsao Ju- 
lin, in the absence of Mr, Lu Tsang- 
hsiang, Foreign Minister, replied in 
the negative, declaring 
General Tang Chi-yao sai 
telegram to the Government on the 
‘rd ultimo about the interfere 
‘of the Entente Powers in China’s 























privileges to these countries were 
entirely unfounded. 

Mr. Tsao further added that on 
the 15th ultimo, the Ministers of 
Great Britain, Russia, France, Italy 
and Japan called at the Waichiaopu 
and informed Mr. Lu, Foreign Minis- 
ter, that in view of the assurances 
of the Chinese Government about a 
temporary postponement of the 
monarchical restoration and its ac- 
ceptance of fall responsiblity in 
maintaining peace, their Govern: 
ments would hereafter maintain a 
atrictly watchfal attitude towards 
the situation and in reply to ques 
tions from Mr. Lu, announced 
that they had no intention of in- 
fringing the independence and 
sovereign rights of Chins, 





Mr. Tsao further stated that he 
had not seen, or read, the Japanese 
newspaper reporte about the grant- 
ing of special privileges to Japan 
for her official recognition of the 
new Chinese Empire and that 
quite recently Mr. Hioki, Japanese 
Minister, again announced that 
Japan would never interfere in 
China’s internal affairs—From Our

YUAN’S ANSWER.

Instructions have been issued from 
the Generalissimo Headquarters 
transferring the troops at the 
Peiyuan or north park to Hupeh, 
the Hupeh troops to Hunan and 
the Hunan troops to Yunnan. 

‘According to Chinese papers the 
Government proposes to despatch 
Li Ching-hsi, formerly Victory of 
Yunnan and Kueichow, nd Gen- 
eral Ting Wai of the Headquarters 
Btaff and formerly Provincial Com- 
mander in Chief in Yunnan, to the 
disaffceted area. The Chiactungpu 
has ordered the engagement of 
more men to guard the telegrapb 
lines, and has also instructed all 
Post offices to exercise a careful 
censorship over newspapers, books, 
parcels, and letters going to and 
coming from Yunnan. The tele- 
graph officials have received similar 
instructions. 


LEADERS OF THE REVOLT. 
Yunnan’s declaration of inde- 
pendence was signed amongst 
others by Li Keng-yuan, @ native 
of Yunnan and one of Huang 
Haing’s right hand men. He was a 
member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and took an important 
part in the socalled second 
revolution 1912.

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THE SITUATION IN CANTON. 


Canton, Jan. 5. 

It is unlikely that Canton will be 
depleted of troops to be sent to 
Yunnan. At first General Lung 
Chi-kuang, with twenty regiments, 
was ordered to proceed thither, but 
it is feared that the withdrawal of 
the troops will render Canton un- 
safe. 

Tt is reported that the Canton 
branch of the Bank of China has 
been ordered to destroy all unissued 
notes and to transfer its specie to 
the foreign banks at Shameen for 
safe custody. 

‘The newspapers are not accepting 
the namo of the new reign and year 
Hunghsien but, instead, are adopt- 
ing the Western calendar.—Reuter.

Kan are not natives of Yunnan. 
They seized Yunnan and started the 
rebellion with the object of attain- 
ing their selfish desire for power 
and priviieges. The Yunnanese, re- 
sident in Rankow. lava become 
very angry. They have met, dis- 
cussed, and sent telegrams request- 
ing that the rebels be punished.

Actotdig to a Tokio paper 
Tan Jen-féng, revolutionary 
hero and the author of the recent 
revolutionary uprising # Shanghai, 
has left Tokio on his way to Shang- 
hai accompanied by his followers. 
Tan went to Tokio with several com- 
patriots after the recent Shanghai 
affair and stayed there for some 
time, meanwhile negotiating with 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen and other re- 
volutionary leaders about the 
measures to be pursued hereafter 
by the revolutioniste, It is now 
reported that after deliberate con- 
ferences among the leaders Tan 
and his followers departed for 
Nagasaki on their way to South 
China, where they will start an 
active movement shortly, Inter- 
viewed by a representative of 
“Japan Daily Mail’ prior to his 
departure, Tan declared, in high 
spirits, that Chan Chun-huen, who 
had been in Hongkong, has already 
entered Yunnan and is actively 
working for the cause of the re- 
voluntionaries. Other leaders are 
coming over to Kuangsi and Yun- 
nan from various directions. ‘The 
destiny of China will be settled 
very soon,” he declared.

NO OVERT OPPOSITION 
‘TRACEABLE.

Chengtu, Deo. 13. 

Politically affairs about the 
capital of Szechuan are very 
quiet. Some of those arrested 
unti] their accounte could be 
squared with the public are still 
in confinement, but their oases 
have almost ceased to be a topic 
of conversation. The announce- 
ment that the Szechuan vote had 
gone solidly for the President to 
assume the réle of Emperor caused 
some sensation for a time, but that 
‘oo has apparently roused no re- 
sentment. The merchants and 
farmers in so far as they are in- 
terested trust that it will mean a 
return to the bet‘er protection 
which they enjoyed during the old 
Manchu rule and are satisfied. 
The only dissent comes from an 
occasional member of the student 
but it is doctrinaire rather 
‘dynamic. 

Our new Governor Chen Er-ngan 
seems to be ruling with a strong 
hand, and people appear well 
pleased. His most difficult task is 
ridding the country of robber 
bands The Northern troops which 
the Governor brought with him 
have been scattered in small bands 
along the great arteries of trade, 
and the main roads are gradually 
growing safer. The smaller roads 
have, however, still many dangers, 
This is especielly so in the moun- 
tainous districts and along the 
borders of other provinces.

FIRES. 


Night workers, and those who had 
"at up to see the New Year in, had 
an opportunity of witnessing ‘from 
& distance what had every appear: 
ance of a conflagration. Clouds of 
smoke and sparks were driven by a 
strong south wind across the French 
Concession and the Settlement, from 
a large fire in the Chinese city 
which broke out between two and 
three o'clock on Saturday morning. 
The fire, which was a large one, was 
in a row of houses in | the 
Chinese ity just across from 
the’French boundary, and from 
twenty to thirty native houses 
were destroyed. The native fire 
fighters found that they were unable 
to cope with the outbreak which at 
one time was spreading so rapidly 
that it was feared it would develop 
into a conflagration, The fire bri- 
gade of the French Concession was 
called upon for assistance at three 
o'clock and with their aid the flames 
were confined to that district and 
were extinguished soon after five 
o'clock after two hours’ hard work. 
The Settlement Fire Brigade was 
prepared to render assistance should 
it be necessary, and Chief Officer 
Pett personally visited the scene, 














At five-thiriy o'clock on Sunday 
evening No. 2 Company was called 
out on an alarm that was given from 
Miller Road, Hongkew. On arrival 
the Brigade found @ small fire in a 
quantity of shavings on the first 
floor of a new row of Chinese 
houses, near the Thomas Hanbury 
school, Miller and Boone Roads. 
Two jets sufficed to extinguish 
it. There was small blaze 
in the same vicinity on New Year's 
eve, and earlier the same even- 
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fied of s fire in the Wayside 
district and on arrival on the 
soene of the outbreak found that 
the centre portion of the first floor 
of a two-storeyed building, No. 7 
East Hanbury Road, was in flames. 
‘The fire had already penetrated the 
roof and was spreading rapidly 
through the whole floor. Jets of 
water were directed through the 
windows, after which Indders were 
raised and lines of hose laid on 
through the windows. The fire was 
kept from spreading towards the 
back of the building, and streams 
were also played from a narrow 
alleyway on the south side: 

On this side was situated a for- 
eign feather-cleaning and packing 
godown, which was for some 
danger, sparks and flames overlap- 
ping the roof. The fire was extin- 
hed in about an hour's tim 
but in the meantime the Brigade’s 
work was hampered by a big escape 
of gas. The building in which the 
outbreak occurred was occupied by, 
the Chung Wah Book Oo., and on 
the ground floor were stored a large 
quantity of books and paper. The 
top floor was badly damaged by fire 
and water, and the ground floor 
and its contents were damaged by 
water. The building was insured 
for Tis. 4,000. 








ALLEGED ARMED 
ROBBERIES. 


On Thursday at the Mixed Court, 
before Mr. M. F, Perkins, Amer- 
ican Assessor, and Magistrate 
Kuan, seven Chinese, unemployed 
and of the coolie class, were charged 
with being concerned in various 
armed robberies at Wusieh, and an 
application was made by the 
Wusieh authorities that the defend- 
‘ants should be handed over for 
trial. 

It was stated in court that the 
men were arrested on information 
given by ~Wusieh detectives. 
Evidence was given by one witness 
to the effect that he knew the 
defendants and when they were at 
Wusieh they asked him to join 
their band. He refused however, 
and for some time after that they 
kept watch on him. He was told 
afterwards that they had com- 
mitted an armed robbery at Si- 
Tsung. He afterwards went with 
them to Shanghai, Another wit- 
ness stated that a robbery was 
committed at his house by 8 gang 
amongst whom were some of the 
defendants, whom he recognized. 
Each member of the gang carried 8 
torch in one hand and either & 
stick or a revolver in the other, 
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An order was made that the ac- 
cused, who all denied the charge, 
be handod over to the Chinese 
authorities for trial. 

Before the same Magistrate, 
Assessor, and Magistrate Wong 
three Chinese were charged for 
that they on December 28, at 628 
Carter Road, stole $108 in money 
by threatening the inmates of 
house with revolvers, 

Detective Inspector Fitzgibbons 
said that at about 7 p.m. on the 
date in question three men said to 
have been armed with revolvers 
entered the house, keld up the in- 
habitants and stole the above 
amount. A Chinese detective re- 
ceived information on Tucsday last 
that the men concerned were at a 
certain address in the French Con- 
cession. Witness and other members 
of the police force went there and 
effected the arrest of the accused. 
‘The first had’a pistol on him and 
admitted having taken part in the 
robbery and they were handed over 
by the French police. He applied 
for a remand to enable other in- 
quiries to be made. 

‘The application was granted. 

Before the same Magistrate, 
Tsaung Tuh-sung was charged with 
being concerned in an armed rob- 
bery at 286 Yunnan Road, when $21 
3 stolen. 

C. Sullivan said he was on 
plain clothes duty when he heard 
& police whistle. He ran into the 
French Concession, where he saw 
the accused running. He gave 
chage and caught him in the Rue 
du Consulat. Several silver coins 
dropped by the accused were also 
found bearing the chop of the shop 
at which the robbery was alleged 
to have taken place.
